Life in retirement, which 
once conjured images of golf 
and sunsets at the beach, 
took on a drearier edge in 
recent years as more people 
realize they are unprepared 
financially to stop working. 

The Washington Post has 
called it “the new reality 
of old age” and quoted one 
74-year-old man saying he 


will need to work until he 


dies. For those who have re- 
tired, a Fidelity study found 
that 55 percent are at risk of 
running out of money before 
their lives end. Think of this 
statistic— more than half of 
those surveyed aren’t pre- 
pared. 

Are you? 

“When the stock market 
was falling in 2008, I had 
prospective clients share 
with me they had lost tens 
or hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, and some even 
shared how many years of 
work they had lost,” says 
Troy Bender, president 
and CEO of Asset Reten- 
tion Services Inc. (www. 
asset-retention.com). “They 
wanted the losses to stop, 


and they were desperately . 


looking for help.” 


In addition to the reces- 
sion, several other factors 
contributed to their retire- 
ment woes. Most businesses 
no longer offer pensions, so 
retirees must rely more on 
their savings. People also 
need to rely more on Social 
Security, but Social Secu- 
rity replaces usually only 
40 percent of a person’s pre- 
retirement earnings. 

In addition, according to 
Social Security, they have 
shared on their website 
that they may end up pay- 
ing 75 cents on the dollar in 
2033. All of this raises the 
question: Is it even possible 
to retire in today’s econo- 
my? 

The answer is “yes,” 
Bender says, but even those 
who planned well and saved 
plenty need to be careful as 
they near, and enter retire- 
ment. With many clients in 
their 80s and some in their 
90s—we all have to plan to 
live a lot longer. 

A few tips to help retirees. 
and pre-retirees protect and 

grow their money include: 

¢ Know when to take 
Social Security. If you don’t 
choose the most advanta- 
geous time to start drawing

Social Security, you could 
leave a lot of money on the 
table. Several factors can 
come into play here depend- 
ing on your personal situa- 
tion, so it’s best to seek pro- 
fessional advice. Employees 
at your local Social Secu- 
rity office generally aren’t 
equipped to give you that 
kind of advice. 

e Live by the “Rule of 
100.” This is critically im- 
portant. In the investing 


world, the “Rule of 100” 


says that the percentage of 
a person’s portfolio . that 
should be in stocks should 
be equal to 100 minus their 


_ age. So, for example, some- 


one who is 60 should have 
40 percent of their portfolio 
in stocks and the other 60 
percent should be in bonds 
or other lower-risk invest- 
ments. 

“If you aren’t living by 
the ‘Rule of 100,’ you should 
be, especially if you are 50 
or older,” Bender says. 

¢ Plan for long-term 
care. A person who turns 
65 today has nearly a 70 
percent chance of needing 
some type of long-term care 
services at some point, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Depart-

Services. The cost can be. 


devastating, so it’s impor- 
tant to plan financially for 
this likely eventuality. One 
option is long-term care in- 
surance. 

“Sometimes people ex- 
‘pect a family member to 
take care of them in these 
situations, but I encourage 
people not to be a burden 
Bender 
says. 

“The stock market i is on 
a high right now, but we all 
know from experience that 
this situation is not going to 
last forever,” Bender says. 
“The closer you are to re- 
tirement — or are currently 
in retirement — the less time 
you have to recover from a 
downturn in the market. No 
one wants to be forced to 
continue working in retire- 
ment or to change their life- 
style because they experi- 
enced major erosion in their 
retirement portfolio due to 
circumstances beyond their 
control.”

Ask Rusty: Paying FICA 
Doesn’t Change Benefits

Dear Rusty: I am 73 ana self-employed, but each 
year I must pay self-employment tax — money for Social 
Security and Medicare — as part of my income taxes. I 
have been collecting Social Security since I was 62, and 
always hoped that my benefit might increase due to these 
continued FICA contributions. I guess not. Must I contin- 
ue to pay this tax? Signed: Still Paying Social Security 

Dear Still Paying: I can understand how logic might 
imply that contributions you continue to make to Social 
Security after you start collecting benefits could increase 
your benefit amount, but I need to dispel that thought. 
Federal Insurance Contributions Act (FICA) payroll tax- 
es don’t go into an individual account, which determines 
your benefit, so continuing to pay FICA tax doesn’t 
directly affect the amount of your Social Security pay- 
ment. This is true whether you are an employee who pays 
the 6.2 percent Social Security tax and the 1.45 percent 
Medicare tax, or if you are self-employed and pay both 
the employee and employer portion of FICA. There is 
no cut-off age and you must continue to pay FICA taxes 
as long as you are working and eatning, but your Social 
Security benefit amount will not change because you are 
paying those taxes. 

Collected FICA taxes are deposited into Social Securi- 
ty’s OASDI (old age, survivor and disability) Trust Fund 
and, for Medicare, the HI (Health Insurance) Trust Fund. 

Those trust funds are where Social Security and Medicare 
benefits are paid from, so portions of your FICA contri- 
butions go into the appropriate pot to help fund benefit 
payments for all current and future beneficiaries. 

But even though the FICA taxes you pay don’t directly 
affect your Social Security benefit, continuing to work 
might have an effect on your benefit amount. If your 
earnings amount for any current year is higher than the 
inflation-adjusted earnings in any of the 35 years original- 


_ly used to compute your Social Security benefit amount, 
‘Social Security will automatically adjust your benefit to 


reflect that fact. Social Security looks at your earnings 
from your income tax returns annually and makes any ap- 
propriate benefit adjustment retroactively. But remember, 
earnings from your early earning years will be adjusted 
for inflation so, for example, $26,000 earned in say 1980 
would be about $92,000 after it is adjusted for inflation, 
and that’s the amount you’d have to earn more than today 
to replace it in the benefit formula.

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On Sunday, Feb. 11, 2018, Quincy Police Drug Control 
Unit Detectives. were working in a plain clothes capacity 
while operating unmarked, non-traditional, police vehicles. 
The unit was focusing on the stores and parking lots in the 
area of Granite Street and Walter Hannon Parkway due to 
drug activity. 

_ . At approximately 7 p.m., Detective Coen observed a fe- 
male exiting the Rite Aid Pharmacy. He watched her as she 
began to walk around the parking lot while speaking on her 
cell phone and looking around. It appeared she was looking 
for someone driving a motor vehicle to pick her up. She 
then abruptly reversed direction and began walking between 
parking spaces as a Ford Expedition pulled up to her and she 
got into the front passenger seat. The Expedition exited the 
parking lot and turned right onto Walter Hannon Parkway. 

Detective Coen queried the license plate which came 

back to a Quincy address and had been queried eight times 
recently by various local law enforcement agencies. He 
decided to keep the vehicle under surveillance and noti- 
fied other DCU detectives as he followed the Expedition to 
Walgreens Pharmacy on Quincy Avenue. The operator of 
the Expedition drove to the pharmacy drive-thru window, 
stayed there for about five minutes and then traveled around 
the rear of the pharmacy to the front parking lot. 

At this time, Detectives Glennon and Bossart arrived in 
the area and assisted with surveillance. The detectives were 
able to determine the identity of the driver because they rec- 
ognized him as having been involved in criminal activity in 
the city for years. The female exited the Expedition and en- 
tered the Walgreens Pharmacy and within five minutes she 
was back in the Expedition. 

A male then got out of the right rear passenger seat and 
started walking around the parking lot, smoking a cigarette 
while talking on his cell phone. Another male exited the left 
side passenger door, walked into the pharmacy and within 
five minutes he was back in the Expedition. With all four 
occugants back in the Expedition, they drove off and were 
followed by the detectives to CVS located at 42 Beale St. 

The female then entered CVS, so Detective Coen fol- 

_ lowed her inside. She walked up to the pharmacy counter. 

Detective Coen overheard her conversation with the phar- 

macist; that she was attempting to fill a prescription of Ad- 
derall tablets and pay cash. The pharmacist told her how 
much it would cost and she told him she would come back 
in a minute. She then went to the Expedition and returned to 
the pharmacy counter. 


. the female under surveillance, 
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While Detective Coen kept 


Detectives Glennon and Bossart 
maintained surveillance on the 
Expedition. At 7:57 p.m., De- 
tective Glennon observed a 
Hyundai Sonata pull into the 
CVS parking lot and turn into 
the spot directly to the Expedi- 
tion’s left. The female operator 
exited her vehicle and entered 
the front passenger’s seat of the 
Expedition: Within two minutes 
she exited the Expedition, returned to her Soriata and drove 
off. Members of the DCU believed a drug transaction just 
occurred so Detectives Glennon, O’ Rourke and Bossart fol- 
lowed the Sonata as she travelled to the CVS pees on 
Southern Artery. 

Once iin the parking spot, Detective O’ Rourke Poroached 
the vehicle with his badge displayed and instructed the op- 
erator to exit her vehicle. Detective Glennon read the female 
her Miranda Warnings and she stated she understood. He 
then asked her where she was coming from and she stated, 
“Wollaston.” When asked where specifically, she stated, “I 
met a friend at Enterprise.” There is an Enterprise location 
adjacent to CVS but it was closed and she did not park near 
the Enterprise spots. 

When asked why she was there she said, “I owed a friend 
money.” This is an excuse DCU Detectives have heard from 
buyers on numerous occasions to account for suspected 
drug activity. Detective Glennon informed the female that 
he observed her t get in and out of the Expedition and that she 

was suspected of being involved in a drug transaction. She 
then admitted she purchased Adderall. Detective O’Rourke 
asked her for the pills and she turned over seven round or- 
ange pills (six marked M A30 and one marked b 974). 

Detective Glennon alerted other members of the DCU

who were still at CVS Wollaston that they recovered Ad- - 


derall. She added she purchased the Addétall pills from the - 
person who was driving the Expedition and described him 
for the Detectives. She said she paid $70 for the pills with 
four twenties but did not receive her $10 change. She stated 


she purchased Adderall from the driver approximately five 
times over the past few months. 


geant Tapper arrived at the CVS Wollaston and assisted De- 
tective Coen in the approach to the Expedition. Detective 
Coen arrived at the driver’s door and had the driver step 
out. He was placed iri handcuffs without incident. Detec- 
tive Coen advised the driver of his Miranda rights to which

He asked the ariver wae4re ne 
coming from and the driver lied. The driver was searched 
and $40 was located in his pocket. The money was seized. 

The driver, a 40-year-old Quincy resident, was placed 
under arrest for distribution of Class B (amphetamines), a 
subsequent offense and conspiracy to violate the drug con- 
trol laws. 

Detective O’Brien approached the left rear passenger 
and had him exit the vehicle. Detective Powers detained the 
right rear passenger while Detective Cassidy entered CVS 
and spoke with the female at the pharmacy counter. Detec- 
tive Coen searched the Expedition and located and empty 
prescription bottle of 30mg amphetamines (Adderall). This 
prescription was filled on 02/10/18 for 84 tablets. The pre- 
scription was not for any of the occupants. 

Detective Coen advised the left rear male passenger of 
his Miranda rights to which he stated he understood. Detec- 
tive O’Brien entered the rear seat of the Expedition and lo- 
cated a prescription bottle of 30mg amphetamines (Adder- 
all) prescribed to another name. This prescription was filled 
on this day (02/11/18) for a quantity of 84 tablets. The bottle 
contained 67 tablets (directions to 1 tablet 3x per day). The 
prescriber was listed as the same person on the other bottle. 
The male said he found the prescription.

ing. “It helps the area’s home 
values. It’s not an area that’s 
plagued with traffic; the 
traffic is basically the traf- 
fic in the neighborhood. It’s 
not a big apartment building 
that’s being proposed. 

“They’re  townhouse- 
style properties that will 
have sufficient parking so 
people won’t be parking in 
the street... you can see simi- 
lar developments throughout 
the city and, quite honestly, 
a lot of them are very well 
maintained. They’re like the 
two-family,, and. the three- 
family and the four-family 
houses that were built many 
years ago, only now con- 
struction is different and ar- 
chitecture is different.” 

Residents, however, were 

concerned about the number 
of townhouses being built in 
the city and their impact on 
traffic. 
“It’s changing the land- 
scape of our neighborhood,” 
said Donna Clark. “I’ve been 
there over 40 years. I don’t 
like seeing condos or town- 
houses. You can’t stop it, but 
it shouldn’t be so many. It’s 
like every piece of little land 
has been taken up.” 

“You can’t drive around 
Quincy and not see every 
single little piece of land be- 
ing overdeveloped,” added 
Peg Mansfield. “It’s becom- 


ing a Charlestown. It’s be- 


coming a Somerville. And 
no disrespect to those cities, 
but I didn’t move here be- 
cause I wanted a neighbor- 
hood city and this is chang- 


ing. Every time you put in.- 


a townhouse as opposed to 
a house, you’re adding cars 
and you’re adding traffic.” 

In response to those 
concems, Phelan pointed 
to studies — including ones 
done by the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council — 
that have found more hous- 
ing is needed in the Greater 
Boston area, including in 
Quincy, to keep up with 
soaring demand and keep 
housing costs in check. 

“There are studies out 
there that show there is an 
extreme shortage of hous- 
ing, not a glut of housing,” 
Phelan said. “I’m not say- 
ing it should all be built in 
Quincy, but there is a study 
that says in fact more hous- 
ing has to be built in Quin- 
cy.” 

Amy Galiano, a neighbor- 
hood resident, said she was 
concerned Lincoln-Hancock 
could not handle an influx of 
new students from residen- 
tial developments ongoing 
in South and West Quincy, 
and suggested the city put a 
hold on development in the 
area until a new elementary 
school opens at the former 
St. Mary School site. 

“You can’t sit there and 


say ‘it’s only going to be 
townhouses and they’re go- 
ing to be family oriented,” 
Galiano said. “You’re not 
taking into consideration 
the kids that already live in 
this neighborhood and being 
forced into oe, class- 
rooms.

Phelan, in response, said 
redistricting could help al- 
leviate the pressure on Lin- 
coln-Hancock. 

“Tt think the overcrowd- 
ing in the elementary 
schools has more to do with 
districting than they do with 
the number of students,” he 
said. :

review the proposals again

‘The Chair’ --- Danish 
modern chairs were offered 
in stores in the U.S. in the 
early 1950s. The Scandina- 
vian designs were inspired 
by earlier furniture: the 
18th-century English chair, 
a Chinese Ming dynasty 
chair, a Japanese director’s 
chair. Many of the modern 
chairs were made of hand- 
carved curved wooden 
pieces joined with dove- 
tails to make a comfortable 
back, arms, seat and sides. 
Teak, oak, rosewood and 
light-colored woods were 
used with fabric, leather or 
caned seats. 

Hans Wegner of Denmark 
created his most famous 
chair in 1949. It is now 
known as “The Chair.” 
It was made and sold by 
Hansen/Knoll company for 
many years. “The Chairs” 
were chosen for John F. 
Kennedy and _ Richard 
Nixon in the first-ever tele- 
vised presidential debate in 
1960. One of “The Chairs,” 
made in about 1969 and 
featuring a leather seat, the 
Knoll label and Hansen 
stamps, sold in 2016 for 
$610. Later versions of this 
iconic chair are available in 
shops and shows today.

“This is a very thought- 
ful alternative. As a police 
officer goes, we are social 


workers with guns. We in- 
fluence families, communi- 
ties and behaviors.” 

Glynn, the head of the 
Quincy police drug unit, 
said the department would 
continue to lock up dealers 
but the new program will 
allow officers to help out 
those in need. 

“We’re not soft on crime. 
We will lock up the dealers 
every single day, and we will 


give compassion to some of 
the buyers in order to help 
themselves and get through 
the process,” Glynn said. 

“I think our motto should 
be to have compassion for 
those less fortunate than 
ourselves, because they are 
out there, they need our: 
help, and this program is 
going to blossom through-

Your heart muscle re- 

quires oxygen to survive. A 
heart attack occurs when the 
blood flow that brings oxy- 
gen to the heart muscle is 
severely reduced or cut off 
completely. 

This occurs because cor- 
onary arteries that supply 
the heart muscle with blood 
flow can slowly become nar- 
row froma buildup of fat, 
cholesterol and other sub- 
stances that combined are 
referred to as plaque. This 
drawn-out process is known 
as atherosclerosis. 

When the plaque in an ar- 
tery in the heart breaks off, a 
blood clot forms around the 
plaque. This blood clot can 
impede the flow. of blood 
through the heart muscle, 
causing a decrease in oxy- 
genated blood to the area. 
When the heart muscle is 
starved for oxygen and nu- 
trients, it is termed ischemia. 
Damage or death of part of 
the heart muscle can occur 
as a result of ischemia; this 
is what is referred to as a 
heart. attack or myocardial 
infarction (MI).

Coronary occlusion, an ob- 
struction of a coronary ar- 
tery that hinders blood flow 
to some part of the heart 
muscle can also be the cause 
of a.heart attack. 


Occasionally, a coronary. 


artery temporarily contracts 
or goes into spasm. When 


this occurs the artery nar-— 


rows and blood flow to part 
of the heart muscle decreas- 
es or ceases altogether. The 
exact cause of the spasm is 
not known, and can occur 
in normal-appearing blood 
vessels as well as in vessels 
partly blocked by athero- 
sclerosis. A severe spasm 
can instigate a heart attack. 

_ Atherosclerosis can be 
considered a silent predator 
due to the fact that it exhib- 
its no symptoms. The rea- 
soning behind this is that oc- 
casionally when a coronary 
artery becomes narrowed, 
other adjacent blood ves- 
sels, that also bring blood 
to the heart, may expand to 
help compensate. This net- 
work of expanded vessels 
is called collateral circula- 
tion and assists in protecting 
some people from heart at- 
tacks by getting blood to the 
areas of the heart that need 
it. Collateral circulation can 
also develop after a heart at- 
tack to help the heart muscle 


to recover. » 

When a heart attack oc- 
curs, the heart muscle that 
has lost its adequate supply 
of blood supply begins to 
deteriorate. The amount of 
damage to the heart muscle 
is contingent on the size of 
the area that was being sup- 
plied by the blocked artery 
and the amount of time that 
has evolved between injury 
and treatment. When the 
damaged area of the heart 
muscle post-heart attack 
heals, it does so by forming 
scar tissue, and heart muscle 
begins to heal usually in ap- 
proximately eight weeks. 

The actual length of time 
is typically dependent on 
the extent of the injury and 
the persons’ rate of healing. 
Scar tissue may form in the 
damaged area, and that scar 
tissue does not contract or 
pump as well as healthy 
muscle tissue. That means 
that extent of damage to 
the heart muscle can impact 
how well the heart pumps 
blood throughout the body. 
The degree of loss of func- 
tion depends on the size and 
location of the’ scar tissue. 


Even though a part of it may - 


have been severely injured, 
the heart is a very, resilient 
organ, so the remainder of 
the heart keeps functioning. 


However, due to the fact 
that your heart has been 
damaged, it may be weaker 
and unable to pump as much 
blood as usual. Most heart 
attack survivors have some 
degree of coronary artery 
disease (CAD) and will 
have to make important life- 
style changes and possibly 
take medication to prevent 
a future heart attack and 
lead a full, productive life. 
With proper treatment after 
a heart attack and lifestyle 
changes, further damage can 
be limited or prevented. 

Chest pain can be a 
warning sign of a heart at- 


tack. One very common 


type of chest pain is called 
angina, or angina pectoris. 
It’s a recurring discomfort 
that usually lasts only a 
few minutes. Angina occurs 
when your heart muscle gets 
a less than sufficient supply 
of blood and oxygen. 

The distinction between 
angina and a heart attack 
is that angina attacks don’t 
permanently damage the 
heart muscle. Often angina 
transpires during exercise 
or emotional stress when 
your heart rate and blood 
pressure increase and your 
heart muscle requires more 
oxygen.

In a cardiac arrest, death 
results when the heart sud- 
denly stops working cor- 
rectly. This is typically

irregular, heart rhythms, 
termed arrhythmias.

“Asian Registry Not Acceptable’ 


As a responsé 0 the Quincy Sun article 02-22-. 
18 “Chan Séeks Expanded Registry Bill”:.1, William 
Burke, Candidate for State Rep., say “An Asian Reg- 
istry is Not Acceptable.” 

Massachusetts bill, the Asian Data Disaggregation 
Act (H.3361), is under consideration by the state leg- 
islature. If enacted, it would require “all state agen- 
cies, quasi-state agencies, entities created by state 
statute and sub-divisions of state agencies” to identi- 
fy Asian American, and only Asian American, people 
based on their country of origin or ancestry. 

The bill is a senseless approach to a sensitive is- 
sue. In fact, it will essentially create an Asian Regis- 
try and has many unintended consequences. 

H.3361 is a form of racial profiling because it sin- 
gles out Asian Americans, down to their nationality 
even if they are: born in the United States. Disag- 
gregation means separating something into its com- 
ponent parts. No matter the intent, the outcome is 
obvious. Not only the first generation of immigrants, 
born in a foreign country, need to identify themselves 
by their country of origin, but also their children who: 
were born in the U.S. and their children’s children by 
the country of origin of their ancestors. Theoretically, 
there’s no end to the generations this could affect. 

First, let’s look no further than America’s own histo- 
ry. The hyphenated American was a commonly used 
term from 1890 to 1920 to disparage Americans of 
foreign heritage. President Theodore Roosevelt was 
an. outspoken anti-hyphenate. And he said “There is 
no room in this country for hyphenated American- 
ism. Some of the very best Americans | have ever 
known were naturalized Americans, Americans born 


abroad. But a hyphenated American is not an Ameri- — 


can at all.” And he continued, “The one absolute cer- 
tain way of bringing this nation to ruin, of preventing 
all possibility of its continuing to be a nation at all, 
would be to permit it to become a tangle of squab- 
bling nationalities.” Under the proposed bill, there will 
be many hyphenated Americans with Asian heritaqe, 
boxes for Chinese-Americans, Vietnamese-Ameri- 
cans, Indian-Americans, Cambodian-Americans and 
Korean-Americans, etc. 

Second, to be perfectly clear, H.3361 is not a form 
of census because the U.S. Census requires all rac- 
es and ethnicities to be classified and surveyed, not 
just Asian American. Moreover, the U.S. census is 
granted by Article |, Section 2 of the U.S. Constitution 
and administered by the U.S. Census Bureau, un- 
der very strict data collection, data security and pri- 
vacy rules and regulations. More important, H.3361 


is not a scientific method of collecting data. Census — 


data is gathered by one federal agency at one given 
time through a single standard census form. It’s a 
snapshot of the entire population at a point in time. 
But under H.3361, the racial, ethnic or ancestry data 
would be collected by many different agencies at 
many times using many different data entry points, 
which will result in redundant effort, data overlap, 
double counting, as well as vast data tabulation, nor- 
malization, correlation, reconciliation, consolidation 
and cleansing issues. It is an unscientific as well as 
imprudent way of collecting sensitive personal data. 

Potentially, the disparate datasets from different 
agencies could be unreliable, inaccurate and unus- 
able for policymaking due to its flawéd data collec- 
tion method. It is a waste of taxpayers’ money, and a 
waste of the state funding and resources. 

Third, the mental and psychological impact on 
hundreds of thousands of Asian immigrants and their 
children can’t be underestimated. Many Asian Ameri- 
cans are keenly. aware of the Chinese Exclusion Act 
of 1882, the internment of Japanese-Americans dur- 
ing WWII, the long suspected hidden Asian quota in 
many top American colleges and universities which 
echoes the Jewish quota of 1920s, not to mention 
the Nazi concentration camps as well as the Jewish 
Sed created by Nazi Germany from 1939 ethnic 


be ve 
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data collection and which led to the identification, 
prosecution. and ethnic cleansing of Jews. Since 
.3361 was introduced, racial tensions, angers, re- 
sentments, anxieties, and fears among Asian com- 
munities have been running high. There were half.a 
dozen protests and demonstrations held in the last 6 
months by various Asian organizations and groups. 

The bill also reinforces a perpetual foreigner mind- 
set and stereotype. It would alienate many patriotic 
Asian Americans by reminding them of an Asian 
Registry. It would solidify discrimination and racism 
against Asian Americans, many of whom were born 
in this country. It’s a wrong approach. If we disag- 
gregate Asian Americans, by the same logic, should 
we disaggregate European Americans into German 
American, Irish American, Italian American, Jewish 
American, or Scandinavian American, for instance? 
Should we disaggregate African Americans into 
Somalian American, Ethiopian American, Egyptian 
American, or Ghanaian American? 

And what about people with parents from different 
countries, different racial or ethnic lines? How many 
boxes do they have to check? This is dividing, not 
uniting, our country. 

The U.S. has racially and culturally progressed 
faster than some of our lawmakers’ abilities to com- 
prehend. Interracial marriages and multiracial kids" 
are quite common nowadays even if some ) lawmak- 
ers are still stuck in last century.

Tackey Chan, D-Quincy. He and his supporters ar- 
gue that having disaggregated data on Asian Ameri- 
cans could improve awareness of the needs af ine 
different Asian populations, help target local and 
State funding and resources for'underserved Asian 


_.minority subgroups. Some also claim that data col- 


lected on specific Asian American subgroups means _ 
distinctive medical and disease conditions can be 
identified, leading to appropriate and better diagno- 
ses and treatments. 

But H.3361 isn’t the solution. The better alter- 
native is to provide social, financial, or language 
education assistance to anyone, especially the first 
generation of immigrants, based on an individual’s 
economic or linguistic needs regardless of one’s 
race or country of origin. There are socioeconomi- 
Cally disadvantaged families and kids across racial 
and ethnic lines from any country, all of whom need 
help. Fundamentally, such assistance should be 
need-based according to income level and language 
proficiency, not race or ethnicity. 

As to the demographic data for research and diag- 
nosis, many medical experts dismiss the notion that 
the differences between Asian subgroups are more 
Statistically significant than the differences between 
European or African subgroups on a biological or 
genetic basis. The decennial U.S. Census data and © 
estimates in between provide better datasets for re- 
search and analysis. And there will be a fresh U.S. . 
Census dataset in 2020, including statistics on all 
racial and ethnic groups. 

Finally, the cost of H.3361 clearly outweighs any 
potential benefit. Selectively collecting data on rar. 
cial and ethnic minority groups is culturally insensi- 


tive, morally objectionable and legally contentious. *}

Ask Rusty: Working 
Internationally 
And Social Security

Dear Rusty: For a number of years I lived and worked 
in Germany. I paid into their version of Social Security. As 
far as I know I will be eligible to receive German benefits ei- 
ther in a lump sum or monthly amount when I reach the age 
of 65.. If that happens can you tell me how this will affect 
my Social Security benefits? Signed: International worker: 

Dear International Worker: Germany is one of the:24. 
countries with which the U.S. has.a bilateral agreement, also 


up known as’a “totalization agreement.” This means that your: 


contributions to the. German retirement system can becooni 
dinated with your U.S. Social Security contributions to help: 
you qualify for U.S. Social Security: benefits. What happens, 
is that you receive U.S. Social Security credit for your.¢én-' 
tributions to the German equivalent program, to help you’ 
gain enough credits to receive U.S. Social Security benefits. 
The US/Germany agreement has two main purposes: - 

¢ First, it eliminates dual Social Security taxation; a situ- 
ation which occurs when a worker from one country works 
in the other country and would otherwise be required to pay 


Social Security taxes to both countries on the same earn- 


ings. 
¢ Second, the agreement helps fill gaps in benefit protec- 
tion for workers who have divided their careers between the 
U.S. and Germany (or any of the other countries with which 
there is an agreement). 

' When a worker has some U.S. coverage but not enough 
to qualify for benefits, the Social Security Administration 
will count periods of coverage that the worker has earned 
under the German Social Security program. Germany will 
also take into account a worker’s coverage under the U.S. 


_, program if it is needed to qualify for that country’s Social 


Security benefits. If the combined credits in the two coun- 
tries enable the worker to meet the eligibility cpt as 
a partial benefit can then be paid. 

The agreement allows the Social Security Administration 
to “totalize” U.S. and German coverage credits only if the 
worker has at least 6 quarters of U.S. coverage. Similarly, 
a person may need a minimum amount of coverage under 
Germany’s. system itt order to have U.S. coverage counted 
toward meeting the German benefit eligibility requirements.

OPPOSING FORCES 


When engaging in strength 
training, it is very important 
to keep opposing muscles in 
balance. The fact is that each 
muscle group has an opposing 
muscle group that works with it. 
The muscle (or muscle group) 
that contracts and gets shorter 
is known as the “agonist,” while 
the opposing muscle (or group) 
lengthens and is called the 
“antagonist.” For instance, when 
biceps curls are performed, the 
biceps are the agonist, while 
the triceps are the antagonist. 
When a triceps press is 
performed, roles reverse, as 
the triceps become the agonist 
and the biceps become the 
antagonist. If one muscle group 
becomes significantly stronger 
than the other, the imbalance 
can disrupt the joint’s range of 


motion, leading to injury. 

Muscle imbalances are not 
a problem that only strikes the 
active and athletic; anyone can 
experience muscle imbalances 
that can lead to larger problems.

A new filter and plenty of Lysol 
solved the problem. 

I have a Chevrolet pickup truck and it has an engine 


problem. My Chevy truck has the 5.3 liter small block 


V-8 and it is burning oil. Thave had a few things checked 
including the PCV system and an oil consumption test 
and now the truck is using one quart of oil in 1,000 miles. 
The repair is covered under warranty but my real ques- 
tion is GM has been building small block V-8 engines 
since before I was alive. Why can’t they get it right? 

I have to: agree with you that after so many years you 
would think General Motors could build this engine so it 
doesn’t burn oil. The repair will most likely be replacing the 
piston, and rings to solve the problem. 

1 enjoy your ‘weekly automotive column and I now 
have a ‘question. This winter I still see Dry-Gas for sale 
at gas stations and stores. With the alcohol content of 


_ gasoline these days, is the use of “dry gas” really neces- 


sary? 

The alcohol in gasoline is ethanol. The alcohol found in 
gas-line antifreeze is usually methanol or isopropyl alcohol. 
Isopropyl alcohol binds with the water that can end up in 
tank and then mixes with the fuel so is can be burned dur- 
ing normal combustion. Ethanol by nature will do the same 
thing but the problem is over time it will separate from the 
gasoline causing problems. This is far less of a problem 
with sealed fuel systems used-in today’s cars but may be a 
problem with an open gas can used for yard work. My sug- 
gestion is to always keep at least one-half a tank of fuel in 


_ cold weather and only use gas line anti-freeze if you think 


somehow moisture got in the fuel tank. 

I recently looked at a car for sale with a salvage title it 
was described as “storm-damage.” What is your opinion 
about buying a car with a salvage title from looking at 
the picture there doesn’t look like anything more than 
hailstone dents? 
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Be very careful buying a car with a salvage title. Let’s 
face it the insurance company wouldn’t have totaled the car 
if there were a few dents. My guess is this car could have 
come from one of the states that got flooded during the hur- 
ricanes.

‘slowing the truck. Although you are driving a truck, it is 
not a tractor trailer. In my-opinion any slight savings in fuel 
economy would be lost in wear and tear to the transmission. 
Oddly, some states have laws that prohibit this practice. The 
laws that I have seen state: an operator moving on a down- 
grade may not coast with the gears or transmission of the 
vehicle in neutral. 

My 12-year-old Jeep sometimes will stay in third gear 
and engine light will come on. When this happens I can’t 
shift up or down. If I stop and restart the car everything 
will be fine. Any idea why this happens? When the light 
is off everything is fine and the truck runs great. 

The transmission is going into “limp-in” mode. The com- 
mon problem with this transmission is solenoid failure. A 
transmission shop should be able to help diagnose the prob- 
lem and provide you: with an estimate for the repair. 

I have a new Hyundai Elantra and the problem is 
the windshield wipers. They just don’t do a good job 
clearing the windshield. We replaced. the original wiper 
blades on Dec. 13 and during a recent heavy rainstorm 
there was a huge streak on the driver’s side just where 
I look through the windshield. The passenger side was 
better and the wipers seem to work fine in the snow. We 
will have our Hyundai dealer look at the car again but 
do you know if there are any recall or notices —— this 
issue? 

[ have not heard of any problems with this model but it 
is certainly possible that the wiper arms or the angle of the 
blade is part of the problem. I recently rented a 2017 car with 
fairly low miles and the wipers were.terrible. It appeared 
that the wiper arm was damaged, perhaps in a car washi 
or when cleaning the windshield, I would have the:dealer 
concentrate on the blades and arms and also fully clean thé 
windshield of any road grime cause or wax buildup. Af, that 
doesn’t solve the problem all that is left is the windshield.

is lost the car’s computer will need to be replaced when new 
keys are programmed. I was recently driving a BMW 740e 
and in addition to the very expensive keyfob there was a 
digital keyfob with a touch screen display. On the display 
there were various screens that would give the driver in- 
formation about the car, including preconditioning the car 
before driving, if the car was locked, fuel level. The fob re- 
charges using a mini USB plug or in some cases inductively. 
I can’t imagine how much this fob could cost to replace. 


To me this fob is a bit of technology run amuck and is the 


answer to a question no one has asked. 

_ I went down to my Florida home where we keep a 
Saturn in the carport with a cover over the car. This 
year we had three problems. The battery was completely 
dead, fuel started leaking under the car when we tried to 
jump start it and there was mold on the steering wheel. 
We are getting the car fixed and cleaned, but why did all 


‘this happen? 


Here in the Northeast batteries last on average 55 months. 
In Florida heat, the average life of a battery is two to three 
years. More than likely the battery was at the end of its use- 
ful life. The fuel leak and the mold have similar sources, 
moisture and depending on the car cover it may be partially 
to blame. If the car cover is going all the way to the ground 
it may be trapping moisture under the car causing rust on the 
fuel lines and dampness throughout the car. When you tried 
to jumpstart the car, the fuel pump turned on and fuel leaked 


through the rust, gas line. The. heat, dampness, and Jack of 
sunlight caused the mold on the inside of the car. Once you 


‘get the car back, open all the windows and let the sun dry up 
the mold. Don’t use bleach-based products instead use vin- 


egar to wipe all the surfaces down. When cleaning the inte- 
rior, it is also advisable to wear a respirator mask. You might 
also consider a solar power ventilation fan that mounts in 
one of the windows that keep air moving. 

I have a 2016 Subaru with 40,000 miles on it and I 
have been told it is using one quart of oil every 3,000 
miles. The dealership where I purchased the car told me 
this is normal and also suggested I change the oil every 
3,000 miles rather than 6,000 as recommended in the ve- 
hicle owner’s manual. To me this is u ble, What 
do you think? 

An engine, even a new engine with low miles, can use 
some oil. In fact, using a quart of oil in 3,000 miles is cer- 
tainly within industry standards of any vehicle. I would fol- 
low the standard oil change recommendation using the fac- 
tory recommended oil and add as necessary. I would also 
keep a very specific log of when the oil is changed and when 
you need to add oil. If for some reason the oil consumption 
gets worse, you can go back to Subaru with documentation 
of a problem and ask for a solution. 

I have a 2008 Buick Lucerne in need of a fuel pump. 
The garage mechanic is having difficulty finding the cor- 
rect part; I accessed eBay and there seems to be several 
available. He has teld me that one problem is that Buick 
only made the Lucerne for a few years and aftermarket 
parts are difficult to locate. I had a similar problem in 
the past where he had difficulty finding parts for the car. 
It is a nice car and has only about 60,000 miles. What is 
your understanding about aftermarket parts for discon- 
tinued models? — 

It is great when you can use factory parts, but that isn’t 
always practical or cost-effective depending on the car. Us- 
ing aftermarket parts is perfectly acceptable solution. In 
fact, in many cases, the aftermarket replacement part is the 
same company that made ‘the original part. 

I have a 2009 Toyota Camry and the right side strut 
is leaking severely, My question is: can I replace it with 
new coil spring and strut leaving the left one on for an- 
other month or so? 

This is not the ‘ideal situation but having one new strut © 
and spring and one older strut and spring is better and safer 
than one old strut and one completely worn out strut. When 
you have the money and time to replace the second strut 
have the wheels aligned to prevent additional tire wear.

The City Council will 
hold a special meeting next 
week to discuss emergency 
appropriations to cover 
some of the damage to in- 
frastructure incurred during 
the recent nor’easter that in- 
undated portions of Houghs 
Neck and other coastal ar- 
eas. 

The special council meet- 
ing will be held at 7:30 p.m. 
on Monday, March 12. In 
addition, a community meet- 
ing for those affected by the 
storm will be held at 1 p.m. 


Saturday in the Atherton 
Hough School. 

Mayor Thomas Koch ap- 
peared before the council 
Monday night to provide an 
update on the city’s response 
to the nor’easter of March 2 
and 3, which caused at least 
$8 million in infrastructure 
damage. Koch also said 
he would be proposing the 
creation of a new director 
of emergency management 
in the budget for fiscal year 
2019, which starts July 1. 

The lion’s. share of the 


$8 million in damage is for 
sea wall repair. Koch said it 
would take $5.5 million to 
restore the sea walls to their 
previous condition. Neces- 
sary roadwork — for Sea 
Street, Rhoda Street, Post 
Island Road and Squan- 
tum’s Dorchester Street — 
totals $1.4 million. Repairs 
to sidewalks, shoulders and 
guardrails are projected to 
cost another $800,000 and 
pump station and tide gate 
fixes will cost $300,000.

The powerful hurricane- 
like nor’easter that pum-

Mayor Thomas Koch. 

Three to four-foot storm 
surges, hurricane-strength 
wind gusts and heavy rains 
March 2 and March 3 flood- 
ed much of the city’s coast- 
line and adjacent neighbor- 
hoods. Three astronomically 
high tides during the slow- 
moving storm flooded main 
roads into Squantum and 
Houghs Neck rendering the 
peninsula communities into 
virtual islands. 

Some 500 residents — 
most of them from hard-hit 
Houghs Neck — were evacu- 
ated by first responders and 
five National Guard units 
using oversized military 
trucks that could navigate 
the storm water that in 
some cases reached six feet

State Likely To Allow 
Wollaston 40B Project

A city attorney expects 
State officials will likely 
overturn the Zoning Board 
of Appeals’ rejection of an 
affordable-housing _ devel- 
opment proposed for Wol- 
laston.

Annual Meeting

The Friends of Wollas- 
ton Beach (FWB) recently 
held its annual meeting at 
_ the Kennedy Center, East 
Squantum Street, Quincy. 

The morning’s events be- 
gan with coffee and conver- 
sation at 10 a.m., followed 
by the Pledge of Allegiance 
led by the North Quincy 
High School Jr. ROTC and 
keynote speaker, Bruce Ber- 
man of Save the Harbor/ 
Save the Bay (SH/SB). 

‘Berman gave an over- 
view of the Harbor over the 
last several decades. 

“Everyone knew the har- 
bor was filthy due to years 
of neglect. They also knew 
how much it was going to 
cost — in the billions (in the 
1970’s). While legislators 
and judges were well aware 
of what a clean harbor 
would mean to the safety, 
health and economy of Mas- 


sachusetts and its citizens, 


they were unwilling to go 
out on a limb to absorb the 
cost.” He talked of outdat- 
ed infrastructure, deferred 
maintenance and other con- 
tributing factors. 

That all changed in 1982 
when the City of Quincy 
filed an unprecedented suit 
against the then-MDC for 
failing in its fiduciary duty 
to care for Boston Harbor. 
After years of litigation, 
groundbreaking legislation 
created the Mass. Water Re- 
sources Authority (MWRA) 
and a much cleaner harbor 
for future generations. 

Berman cautioned that 
“just because the harbor is 
cleaner doesn’t mean that 
our job is done. By work- 
ing together, we can achieve 
a common goal. There are 
groups from Nahant to Nan- 
tasket who are doing what 
you are doing. We need to 
support these groups by our 
participation. 

“Cleanups are just one 
way to ensure that the next 
generation does not have to 


fight as hard for clean water. 
And, it is really important 
that we engage that next 
generation — and soon.”

Diagnosis of Hashimo- 
to’s disease is centered on 
your signs and symptoms 
and the results of blood tests 
that measure levels of thy- 
roid hormone and thyroid- 
stimulating hormone (TSH) 
produced in the pituitary 
gland. These may include: 

A hormone test- Blood 
tests can determine the 
amount of hormones pro- 
duced by your thyroid and 
pituitary glands. If your 
thyroid is underactive, the 
level of thyroid hormone is 
decreased. At the same time, 
the level of TSH is elevated 
because your pituitary gland 
tries to stimulate your thy- 
roid gland to produce more 
thyroid hormone. 

An antibody test-Due to 
the fact that Hashimoto’s 
disease is an autoimmune 
disorder, the cause involves 
production of abnormal an- 
tibodies. A blood test may 
confirm the presence of 
antibodies against thyroid 
peroxidase (TPO antibod- 
ies), an enzyme normally 
found in the thyroid gland 
that plays a vital role in the 
production of thyroid hor- 
mones. 

Formerly, healthcare 
providers did not have the 
capability to detect an’ un- 
deractive thyroid (hypothy- 
roidism), the main indica- 
tor of Hashimoto’s disease, 
until symptoms were fairly 
advanced. But by utilizing 
the sensitive TSH test, doc- 
tors can diagnose thyroid 
disorders much sooner, of- 
ten before you experience 
symptoms. Since the TSH 
test is the most reliable 
screening test, your health- 
care provider will likely 
check TSH first and follow 
with a thyroid hormone test 
if needed. TSH tests also 
have an important function 


in managing hypothyroid-

ism, by assisting your doc- 
tor in determining the right 
dosage of medication, both 
initially as time progresses. 

Treatment for Hashim- 
oto’s disease may include 
observation and use of 
medications. If your thyroid 
is functioning normally, 
and there is no evidence of 
hormone deficiency, your 
doctor may suggest a wait- 
and-see approach. If medi- 
cation is necessary, chances 
are you'll need it for the re- 
mainder of your life. 

If Hashimoto’s disease 
causes thyroid hormone 
deficiency, you may need 
replacement therapy with 
a thyroid hormone. This 
customarily involves daily 
use of the synthetic thyroid 
hormone levothyroxine. 
Synthetic levothyroxine is 
identical to thyroxine, the 
natural form..of this hor- 
mone that is produced by 
your thyroid gland. This 
oral medication restores suf- 
ficient hormone levels and 
reverses all the symptoms of 
hypothyroidism. Treatment 
with levothyroxine is usu- 
ally lifelong, but since the 
dosage you need may fluctu- 
ate, your doctor is likely to 
check your TSH level about 
every 12 months.

at age 63, she’Il get 20.9% less than she would get at her full 
retirement age, or “RA”, which for her is 66 years plus 2 
months. And if she claims her benefits early and continues 
to work, she’ Il also be subject to Social Security’s “earnings 


_ limit” ($17,040 for 2018) which, if she exceeds it, will cause 


Social Security to withhold future benefits equal to $1 for 
every $2 over the limit that she earns (that limit goes away 
when she reaches her FRA). The earnings limit is something 
that you do not need to worry about because you are nearing 
your FRA; the limit goes way up (to $45,360 for 2018) in 
the year you reach your full retirement age and goes away 
completely once you’ve attained it. 

If you plan to delay applying for your own benefits, you 
may already know that after June you will start accumulat- 
ing “delayed retirement credits” at a rate of 2/3rds of 1% per 
month you delay (8% per year). Age 70 is when you'll reach 
the maximum benefit available to you, but you can actually 


apply at any time after your FRA and get all the delayed _ 


retirement credits you’ve earn up to that point. 

Because you were born in 1952 you have yet another op- 
tion available which was eliminated in 2015 for all those 
born after Jan. 1, 1954. If your wife decides to start her own 
Social Security benefits early, and after you have reached 
your full retirement age, you can file something known as a 
“restricted application for spousal benefits only.” By doing 
so you could collect 4% of your wife’s FRA benefit amount 
as a spousal benefit, while letting your own retirement ben- 
efit earn delayed retirement credits up to age 70 when your 
benefit would be 32% higher than it would be at age 66. 
This would obviously mean that your wife would be tak- 
ing her benefit earlier than her FRA (and thus it would be 
reduced), but it would also mean that you would collect that 
spousal benefit for about 4 years before converting to your 
own. This is something you would need to look at carefully, 
specifically whether the financial advantage from using this 
option would offset the permanent benefit reduction your 
wife would incur by claiming her benefits earlier than her 
FRA.

“I don’t believe that it’s 
prudent for a council — and 
this council member in par- 
ticular — to approve some- 
thing that you didn’t have 
a final public hearing on,” 
she said. “I think the public 
hearing should come before 
the vote.” 

Construction of the ga- 
rage will commence in July 
once the Hancock Lot closes 
entirely. Other work, includ- 
ing the demolition of two 
buildings on the corner of 
Cottage Avenue and Dennis 
Ryan Parkway and reloca- 
tion of a sewer line, must 
take place before garage 
construction begins.

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New Residential Parking Plan Sought

Anew residential parking 
program may soon become 
a reality in Quincy, said one 
city councillor. 
Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain on Feb. 26 introduced a 


resolution seeking the estab-. 


lishment of what he called 
a “real residential parking 
program.” The resolution 
asks Mayor Thomas Koch 
to present councillors with a 
new parking program before 
the start of council hearings 
to review the city’s fiscal 
year 2019 budget in May. 
The resolution was referred 
to the council’s ordinance 
committee. 

Speaking at the Feb. 26 
meeting, Cain said the city’s 
current parking program is 
enforced only on an ad hoc 
basis. 

“T call it a real residential 
parking program because 
currently I think we have 
a fake one. I think it’s one 
that’s not enforced,” Cain 
said. “You have overnight 
parking rules that are not 


Since 2009, with steadfast ded 
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enforced. We have ad hoc 
parking situations that you 
have to call the police and 
our traffic department in or- 
der to enforce.” 

Cain said he has been 
working with _ officials 
within Koch’s administra- 
tion on the new program, 
including Chris Walker, the 
mayor’s representative to 
the council. Cain said he 
has also been working with 
Chris Cassani, who in Janu- 
ary was appointed the new 
director of the city’s Traffic, 
Parking, Alarm and Light- 
ing Department. 

“We’re now on the way 
to making this a reality,” 
Cain said. “I just wanted to 
outline this expression from 
the council that we would 
work steadfastly to acquire 
and develop a residential 
parking program that will 
encompass the city and its 
various neighborhoods that 
need this.” 

Following the meeting, 
Walker said the administra- 
tion has been talking with

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of the City of Quincy that of the Quincy Municipal 
Code be further amended as follows: 

By adding Chapter 5.38. — Regulation of Hotel/Motels: 

I. Definitions: As used in this section a hotel or motel is a building or group of build- 
ings used to provide sleeping accommodations to transient persons, whether or not food is 
available. 

ll. License Required: No person or entity shall operate a hotel or motel without ¢ a 
license granted by the Licénse Board in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 140 Section 32B and the provisions of this ordinance. Application 
for license shall be in a form approved by the License Board and shall be accompanied by 
an application fee of $75.00. A fee of $250.00 shall be due and payable upon issuance of a 
license. 

lil. | Minimum Requirements for Licensing: The License Board may issue or reissue a 
license to operate a hotel or motel only if it finds: that a register of renters is kept in accor- 
dance with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 140 Section 27 and this 
ordinance;

G. | The owner or operator of a hotel or motel shall take all steps reasonable and neces- 
sary to insure that video surveillance and recording equipment is in good working order at all 
times; 

H. Video surveillance records shall be retained a minimum of 30 days from the day or

I. The owner or operator of a hotel or motel shall, upon request, provide immediate 
access to registration information and video surveillance recordings to any person aver. 
ered to enforce this ordinance; 

J. | No owner or operator of a hotel or motel shail. allow or permit renters or occupants 
to create a public nuisance, as defined in Chapter 9.08 hbase Against Public Peace and 
Decency, on the premises. 

lll. - Enforcement: Provisions of this ordinanes may be oifenled by members of the 
police department, the Inspectional Services Department, and the Board of Health and its 
agents and employees. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall not limit the authority of police officers to make ar- 
rests for any criminal offense arising out of conduct regulated herein, nor shall they limit the 
City of Quincy’s or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ ability to initiate and prosecute any 
criminal offense arising out of the same circumstances necessitating the application of any 
provision of this Ordinance. 

The Police Chief may, when he/she deems it necessary for the purpose of enforcing the 
provisions of this ordinance, post a police detail or details on the premises of a licensed 
hotel or motel, the cost of which shall be charged to the license holder. Penalties for Viola- 
tion: Violations of the provisions of this ordinance may be punished in the manner provided 
in Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40 Section 21D by imposition of a fine of $300.00 
per offense. Each 24 hour period during which a violation exists shall be a separate violation, 
punishable by an additional fine. 

The License Board may, at any time on its own motion, and shall, at the request of the 
police department, hold a public hearing relative to suspension or revocation of a license 
granted under this ordinance. A minimum of three days written notice of said hearing shall 
be provided to the license holder, delivered to the licensed premises, and shall specify the 
reasons for the hearing. 

The License Board shall suspend or revoke any license where it finds that the license 
holder has failed to substantially comply with the provisions of this ordinance. Three un- 
contested citations or adjudicated violations in any 12 month period shall be prima facie 
evidence of failure to substantially comply with this ordinance. 

For purposes of implementation of this ordinance, all licensed hotels/motels shall install 
video surveillance equipment within 90 days of passage of this ordinance.

also require hotel and motel 


. Operators take reasonable 


steps to ensure surveillance 
cameras are working, retain

requested by police. If the 
measures were approved, 
all hotels and motels would 
have-90 days to install video 
surveillance equipment. 

Innkeepers would also be 
required. to meet annually 
with police to. discuss secu- 
rity policy and procedures.

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Residents Share Their Love For St. Yves School Students

The Christmas celebra- 
tion of Saint Yves School 
Haiti took place on Dec. 21. 
It was a magnificent event 
thanks to the generosity of 
the Quincy residents. 

Last December we trav- 
eled to Haiti, especially to 
participate in the festivities 
at St. Yves. At the beginning 
of 2018 we flew to the USA. 
We were greeted by wonder- 
ful neighbors, friends. 

We were also saluted by 
a very frigid and snowy 
winter, along with shocking 
insults, all over the news 
about Haiti, made during 
the immigration debate. A 
time of painful memories 
for us Haitians, the 8th 
year anniversary of the terri- 
ble earthquake which killed 
316,000 of our countrymen 
on Jan. 12,2010, turned into 
a time of disrespect and pro- 
found humiliation. 

As a Haitian and a Quin- 
cy resident, we come from 
a very beautiful Caribbean 
country, ravaged by natural 
catastrophe and poverty. We 
come to America without 
a letter of recommendation. 
“The only letter of recom- 
mendation we need is you 
yourselves.” (2 Cor. 2:3). 

In general, 99 percent 
of Haitians who come to 
the USA are achievers and 
faithful. Our people work 
hard, often two, three jobs, 
to send our children to the 
best schools and universi- 
ties. 

We pay taxes, we invest 
and contribute the econom- 
ic growth and expansion of 
America. We share our joy- 
ful smiles with all in order 
to spread shalom, the peace 
of our city of migration. Our 
letter of recommendation is 
the “love of God and of your 
neighbors” written in the 
hearts, the good Samaritans 
of Quincy who welcomed 
us. 

They are Quincy resi- 
dents like Mr. Tom Diango, 
realtors like Mr. Jim Spiliak- 
los, Mr. Jim McGuire, Mr. 
Arthur Foley; clergy like 
the late Fr. Heary, Dea- 
con Selanious; contractors 
Mr. Bill Kennedy, plumber 
Mr. Frank Moody, the Mul- 
len family, Cindy, Michelle, 
Jerry; Sacred Heart parish- 
ioners Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Pisterino, Mr. and Mrs. Eu- 
gene Raux, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edie Charlie Donovan, Mrs. 
Rose ‘Myzeck, our neigh- 
bors, Mr. Marc Kerry, Mr. 
and Mrs. McGee, Mrs. Mrs. 
Huang, the late Leo Hinkley 
and so many more. 

Our letter of recommen- 
dation is written in the hearts 
of the Quincy residents who 
are helping us_ rebuild St. 
Yves School Haiti since the 
earthquake in 2010. The 
school was founded by my 
father , the late Attorney Jo- 
seph Fabien and his friend 
Osias Semovil, also an at- 


torney. It collapsed in the 
2010 earthquake, killing 
children and adults, includ- 
ing the janitor and his chil- 
dren. 

When we did not re- 
ceive any money from any 
organization who collected 
money for Haitian victims, 
the people of Quincy an- 
swered to help. 

A Quincy resident named 
Mrs. Gail McDonald along 
with some parents at Cor- 
nerstone Campus in Wollas- 
ton namely Cathy Shamus, 
Page Riley Cathy, Ruth Mc- 
Conville, Connor and wife 
etc., where my daughter 
was attending kindergar- 
ten came forward to help us 
bury the dead. 

The Saint Yves School 
Foundation, a nonprofit or- 
ganization, was thus created. 
Through a series of events 
we raised money to level 
the building and bury the 
dead. That painful ‘process 
took us nine months. Since 
then Mrs. Gail McDonald 
traveled to Haiti with us and 
also helps realize the yearly 
event at Christmas at the 
school. She coordinates the 
annual fundraising in May 
at the Knight of Columbus 
in North Quincy. 

Today, the school is re- 
opened and runs in one floor 
and 12 rooms. It welcomes 
250 students, three days a 


week; we feed these chil-- 


dren. There are 60 students 
who attend the school free 
of charge, thanks to Quincy 
residents and _ businesses 
who help pay their teach- 
ers. Thanks to Mrs. Tita Fa- 
bien and to the principal, 
Jacues Robert Jean Louis. 
Our goal is to welcome 500 
students at building comple- 
tion and help our graduate 
attend college. 

In the summer of 2017, 
we began to collect back- 
packs and toys for St. Yves. 
Thanks to donations from 
Mrs. Marianne Collins and 
the North Quincy High 
School Interact students of 
many Quincy residents At- 
torney George Burke, At- 
torney Robert Dolbec, Mrs. 
Julie Berberan, Father Finn, 
Father Macos, Sunrise As- 
sisting living in Braintree,

We 
shipped them to Haiti with 
the help of Eagle Shipping 
line. 

On Dec.21, the event 
began with Father Lucien 
of our home parish Sacred 


Heart of Port-au-Prince, who 
came to bless the children. 
A huge amount of tasty food 
was distributed to all. The 
children sang Christmas 


tunes under a warm sunny 


firmament. 

At about 10:30, Santa 
Claus came full of gifts and 
backpacks thanks to Quincy. 
He made a lavish distribu- 
tion of 300 backpacks to all 
the 250 students and gifts. 
The national T.V., TNH, 
came and we shared with 
the people of Haiti the lov- 
ing kindness of the people 
of Quincy, Mass. The teach- 
ers and also the staff each 
received gifts With a money 


envelope everyone had a ~ 


gift. 

It was joyful event. Ev- 
eryone received money, 
enough to have a meal with 
their family at Christmas. 
Sadly, the same day we 
were affected by the loss of 
our parish priest, Father Si- 
monise of Sacred Hheart in 
Port-au-Prince. We ask for 
your prayers for his soul to 
rest in peace.

Support Safe Communities Act 


Readers owe a thank-you 
to the Quincy Sun for cover- 
ing the recent local meeting 
on the Massachusetts Safe 
Communities Act [March 1, 
2018}. Currently bottled up

Gun Violence: Demand Action, 
Hold Elected Officials Accountable 


_ We have a serious gun vi- 
olence issue in America and 
we can’t continue to turn a 
blind eye to this problem. 
We must demand action and 
hold our elected officials ac- 
countable. Unfortunately, 
public discourse on impor- 
tant issues sometimes be- 
comes untethered from fact 
and reason. So what action 
should we demand? 

First, Congress needs to 
pass legislation banning as- 
sault weapons. This would 
not infringe upon our Sec- 
ond Amendment rights. In 
the 2006 Supreme Court 
case of District of Colum- 


bia V. Heller, Justice Scalia 
wrote the majority opinion 
and clearly stated that the 
right to bear arms exists for 
self-defense purposes and 
restrictions can be placed on 
the right by legislatures, in- 
cluding on assault weapons. 

We had an assault weap- 
ons ban in the U.S. from 
1994-2004, and University 
of Massachusetts’ professor 
Louis Klarevas found that 
both mass shootings and 
deaths dropped dramatically 
during the ban compared to 
2004- 2014. 

Second, we need to 
strengthen our background 


check laws. I recognize 
that people can obtain guns 
illegally, but we have to at- 
tempt to keep guns away 
from people who should 
not have them, particularly 
people with serious mental 
health problems. We should 
demand a strong federal 
universal background check 
law. 

Third, we need to make 
mental health treatment 
more accessible and provide 
more effective mental health 
screening. Author Grant 
Duwe and Bates College 
professor Michael, Rocque 
found that at least 59% of 


the 185 mass shootings in 
the United States from 1900: 
to 2017 were carried out by 


~people who had either been 


diagnosed with a mental dis- 
order or demonstrated signs 
of serious mental illness 
prior to the attack. 

There is a dawning sen- 
sation in America that we 
can effect change. It is in- 
cumbent upon us to cast | 
aside today’s poisonous dis- 
course, engage in construc- 
tive dialog and take action.

Could Reach 117 


The city will likely lose 117 workers from the school, fire 
and police departments during the fiscal year 1991, which 
begins July 1, Mayor James A. Sheets said. 

The layoffs represent nearly six percent of the city’s 
2,000-employee workforce. 

The school’ department is diacing to lay off 52 people 
including 40 teachers. 

Acting Police Chief Paul Nestor said the 201-member 
force would be reduced to 194 through retirements. Five ci- 
vilian jobs will also be cut. 

Fire Chief Paul O’Connell said his department would 
likely lose 21 men, including 15 to 18 firefighters. 

The completed budget is expected to be $121 million. 

Most city officials are blaming Gov. Michael Dukakis, 
who, they say, has mismanaged the state.

Real estate and personal property valuations for the city’s 
fiscal year 1990 tax bills have been certified by the Com- 
monwealth’s Department of Revenue “as full and fair,” this 
according to the Commissioners’ certification standards.

How much can one dog 
change a life? 

Did you ever make a 
promise you came to regret? 
I had that feeling 20 years 
ago when I agreed to care for 
my sister’s golden retriever, 
whose care included manda- 
tory walks twice a day. As 
feared, I was soon coming 
in from walks soaked and 
crusty. 

The surprise? It turns 
out walking in the rain and 
snow is peaceful and medi- 
tative. Whatever the mood 
at the walk’s beginning, it 
always ends up better by the 
end. It only took a couple 
of these dogsitting episodes 
to realize I needed my own 
motivational dog. 

I had seen a greyhound 
somewhere, and they looked 
super sleek in a weird, car- 
toony way. A local pet store 
hosted a greyhound “meet 
and greet,” and one visit 
with these dogs sealed the 
deal. That beautiful, dis- 
tinctive breed with the ex- 
aggerated chest and pointy 
nose was the one for me. 

Where else can you get 
a dog that’s bred purely for 
performance, with no con- 
sideration for looks? Add in 
the tremendous need for re- 
tirement homes, and you can 
also feel good about adopt- 
ing. If that’s not enough, 
these dogs are easy to look 
at, need minimal grooming, 
and are full of gentle per- 
sonality. Out of the ten I’ve 


had over the years, you can 
remove the “gentle” descrip- 
tor from two, but they made 
up for it with hilarity. 

Back to 20 years ago. 
In 1998, my search led to 
a sweet brindle girl named 
Timber. That adoption 
would result in a career 
change, a car change, and 
some new social circles. 

Within the first week of 
bringing her home, I met a 
neighbor with a new grey- 
hound and realized that was 
the “somewhere” I had seen: 
one. We quickly bonded 
over our charming dogs, and 
it wasn’t long before we both 
added to our packs. And 
then added again. Within a 
year of meeting my friend 
Sandra, we each had three 
greyhounds. I was hooked. 

It was around that time 
that she suggested volun- 
teering at the Quincy Animal 
Shelter. We were enthusias- 
tic volunteers, and it wasn’t 
long before the Shelter and 
its circle of volunteers be- 
came a part of daily life. 

‘Since I had experience 
giving subcutaneous fluids 
to a cat, I became part of the 
then budding Shelter’s med- 
ical team. In those days, a 
vet from VCA South Shore 
Animal Hospital visited 
weekly. That experience led 
me to a part-time position as 
a veterinary assistant at VCA 
South Shore in Quincy. 

It was also around that 
time that I met a growing 
circle of greyhound enthu- 


siasts: people on both sides 
of the racing issue, people 
involved with placing the 
dogs, and people who sim- 
ply fell hard for them as I 
had. Among those people 
was the president of The 
Greyhound Project, now my 
friend Joan. She invited me 
to join the board in 2001, 
and I’m still there. 

The mission of The Grey- 
hound Project is to promote 
the welfare and adoption 
of greyhounds by provid- 
ing support and information 


to adoption organizations, - 


adopters, and the public. 

Our website includes 
a directory of hundreds 
of adoption groups from 
around the world, and it also 
includes a wealth of infor- 
mation for new and expe- 
rienced adopters. We print 
more than 10,000 wall and 
desk calendars annually for 
adoption groups to resell 
as a fundraiser. We are all 
volunteers, and we ask that 
you consider selecting us as 
your nonprofit organization 
on Amazon Smile, where 
you pay the same price to 
Amazon but 0.5% of your 
purchase price supports our 
work. 

That part-time job with 
VCA in Quincy was 17 
years ago, and I’ve now 
been managing the VCA 
hospital in Wakefield for 16 
years. All because of a dog 
named Timber. 

So, yes, a dog can change

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Are Germs Falling From The Sky? 


A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Department

Are you — concerned 

about the germs on surfaces 
around you? 

Well, now there is more 
to worry yourself about; new 
research suggests that virus- 
es and bacteria are literally 
plummeting down on your 
head. Even scientists were 
astonished to discover that 
millions of viruses are circu- 
lating in the atmosphere, and 
that those viruses don’t stay 
there, they fall on Earth. 

For the first time, a sci- 


entific study has success- 


fully analyzed the quantity 
of viruses being swept up 
from the Earth’s surface and 
back, and the numbers are 
massive. Scientists report 
that vast quantities of all 
manner of germs circulate 


in, and fall from, the Earth’s 


atmosphere. 


Additionally, the virus 
that lands on you may have 


traveled from another conti- . 


nent, the researchers added. 
These germs apparently are 
swept up in soil dust and sea 


spray into an area called the — 


free troposphere. This area is 
located above weather sys- 
tems but below the strato- 
sphere where jet planes fly. 
It seems that at that altitude, 
- viruses and bacteria can be 
carried thousands of miles 
before they fall back to 
Earth’s surface. 

Every day, more than 
800 million viruses are de- 
posited per square meter 
above the planetary bound- 
ary layer, “that’s 25 viruses 
for each person in Canada,” 
said study co-senior author 
Curtis Suttle, a virologist at 
the University of British Co- 
lumbia in Vancouver. 

Researchers found that 


the deposit rates for virus- 
es were nine to 461 times 
greater than for bacteria. 
Scientists began finding ge- 
netically similar viruses oc- 
curring in very different en- 
vironments around the globe 
approximately 20 years ago. 
This prevalence of long-res- 
idence viruses traveling the 
atmosphere likely explains 
why it’s reasonably conceiv- 
able to have a virus scooped 
up into the atmosphere on 
one continent and deposited 
on another. 

The authors of the study, 
wanted to know how much 
of that material is carried 
up above the atmospheric 
boundary layer above 2.5-3 
km. Scientists had to observe 
the abundance of viruses at 
a great height, about 3,000 
meters up high on the Veleta 
Peak in Spain’s Sierra Ne- 
vada mountain range. They

Using these platform sites 
high in the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, the team found 
that billions of viruses and 
tens of millions of bacteria 
are being deposited, per 2 
square miles, per day. 
Bacteria and viruses are 
typically deposited back to 
Earth via rain events and 
Saharan dust intrusions; 
however, the rain was less 
efficient in removing vi- 
ruses from the atmosphere. 
The researchers also. found 
the majority of the viruses 
carried signatures indicating 
they had been swept up into 


the air from sea spray. The . 
"viruses are inclined to hitch 


rides on smaller, lighter, or- 
ganic particles suspended in 
air and gas, implying they 
can stay ‘airborne in the at- 
mosphere longer. 

A previous scientific re- 
search study denoted that 


migration of bacteria is a 
natural phenomenon due 
to atmospheric events and 
ocean currents. Dust par- 
ticles from deserts or arid 
regions can also convey mi- 
crobes such as viruses and 
bacteria over long distances, 


on air currents. Those air- 


borne microbes _ scattered 


the Earth’s surface through 
rain. So, when it rains, it 
could be literally raining vi- 
ruses and bacteria. 


It is astonishing to know 


that there are millions of vi- 
ruses in the air. Viruses are 
actually the most plentiful 
microbes on the planet and if 
amassed all together, all vi- 
ruses on Earth would cover 
an estimated area spanning 
100 million light-years. Ac- 
cording to the American So- 
ciety for Microbiology, there 
is an estimate of 320,000 
types of viruses that can in- 
fect mammals. 

Surprisingly enough, this 
raining down of viruses and 
bacteria phenomenon is not

related to the widespread flu 
epidemic across the United 
States. The immense amount 
of viruses in the sky, mostly 
infect only bacteria and do 
not mutate. Conversely, the 
flu virus, a type of airborne 
virus, can be transmitted just 
by breathing tiny droplets of 
air that are left suspended 
in the atmosphere. The flu 
virus can also mutate into 
different strains. The study 
“Deposition fates of viruses 
and bacteria above the at- 
mospheric boundary layer” 
is published in the journal 
International Society for 
Microbial Ecology Journal.

and recover is informing 
and responding to physical 
and psychological needs,” 
DeCristofaro said. 

The district has a safety 
and security team comprised 
of school administrators 
and community partners in 
law enforcement and social 
service agencies. The team 
meets monthly to discuss is- 
sues and updates. 

“Tt is the largest team in 
Norfolk County,” said Dra- 
icchio. 

Draicchio explained 
that shortly after the New- 
town, Connecticut elemen- 
tary school shooting in 
2012 where 20 students and 
six teachers were killed, 
he went to Mayor Thomas 
Koch who provided funding 
to set up a security plan that 
included prevention initia- 
tives.and protocols. 

“We worked very hard 
making sure we had every- 
thing in place right after 
that,” he said. 

Several preventive mea- 
sures were implemented in 
all the city’s schools includ- 
ing installing access control 
devices, video intercoms at 
entrances, strict visitor pro- 
tocols, picture identification 
badges for staff that include 
access control, classroom 
door locks, increased video 
surveillance and transporta- 
tion safety. 

Draicchio said video se- 
curity has been greatly en- 
hanced over the past several 
years since he was appoint- 
ed security director. 

“When I took over 8 
years ago, most schools 
had one camera at the front 
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planning to leave class while 


middle school students will 
hold an in-school moment 
of silence followed by other 
activities. 

“The high school students 
will be allowed to come out 
for 17 minutes,” he said. 

In a joint letter to par- 
ents from North Quincy 
High Principal Robert Shaw 
and Quincy High Princi- 
pal Lawrence Taglieri, they 
stated the students’ action is 

to “bring attention to school 
safety in light of the recent 
events in Parkland, Florida. 
We intend to support any 
student action that is orga- 


door,” he said. “Now, we 
have multiple cameras at all 
of our schools.” 

Draicchio explained that 
the surveillance system 
monitors the schools 24 
hours a day and has record- 
ing software. He is looking 
to add more cameras to all 
exterior doors, hallways and 
stairwells moving forward.

“I can see all the schools — 
on the multiple'big screens 


in my office,” he said. 

Security officers at North 
Quincy and Quincy high 
schools also monitor their 
respective schools’ surveil- 
lance cameras. 

Draicchio noted Quincy 
police can access the sur- 
veillance feed from any 
school if needed. 

“If there is an incident 
they can remote in to our 
schools at any time,” he 
said. 


Draicchio said all class- 


room doors have been out- 
fitted with new double-sid- 
ed locks that can be locked 
from the inside. All teach- 
ers and administrators have 
keys. ‘ 

“We replaced every 
single classroom door lock 
in the school system a few 
years ago,” he said. “It was 
a huge feat.” 

All exterior doors are 
locked during school hours. 
Intercoms at front entrances 
include a camera where se- 
curity or office personnel 
can screen visitors. Draic- 
chio said a staff member can 
control the embedded cam- 


. eras to zoom in on a face or 


pan as needed. 

Visitors are asked to state 
their name and purpose for 
coming to the school. If a 
visitor is wearing sunglass- 
es or a hat, they are asked to 
remove them so the officials 
can have a clear view of the 
person’s face. Visitors are 
buzzed in only after they are 
screened. 

Once inside, visitors must 
report to the office where 
they are required to show 
a picture identification.

Ask Rusty — Doing A 


Breakeven Analysis 
By ite Sai GLOOR 


ear Rusty: Par in a bit of qinmiary cae to decide 
whether I should take my Social Security now at 62, or wait 
until some later time, like maybe when I’m 66. I know that 
I’ll. get less money by taking it now, but I also know that 
my check will be bigger. if I wait longer. I’m in pretty good 
health and don’t really need the money right now, but I’m 
just unclear about whether it’s best to wait, or aa take the 
money and run. Signed: Wondering 

Dear Wondering: You’re asking, of course, one of the 
most common questions we receive — should I collect now, 
or wait until later? Social Security is designed so that, at 
least theoretically, you get the same amount of money either 
way. If you claim early your checks are smaller but you get 
more of them; if you claim later, your checks are bigger but 
you don’t get as many. Again, that is theoretically. In reality, 
whether or not it is to your financial advantage to wait to ap- 
ply for benefits depends nearly entirely on your health and 
expected longevity. Of course, no one knows how long they 
will live, but if you examine your health, your living habits 
and your family history, you can make an educated guess at 
whether you’ll meet the current average longevity, which 
for men and women today is their early to. mid-cighties. 

To help with your decision, you may benefit from doing 
a breakeven analysis, which shows what your total received 
Social Security income would be in a couple of different 
scenarios. You can easily look to see how long you would 
have to live to collect the same amount of money if you 
claimed at, say, age 66 compared to what you would collect 
if you didn’t wait and instead started benefits at age 62. 

It goes like this: Get a Statement of Benefits from So- 
cial Security (you can do this online), which shows your 
estimated benefit at age 62, at your full retirement age (e.g.., 
66) and also at age 70. Using those numbers, first add up 
the total amount you would collect between ages 62 and 
your full retirement age by multiplying your monthly age 


62 benefit times the number of months until your full retire- 
» ment age (48 months in this example). Now subtract your 
age 62 monthly benefit.amount from your full retirement 
age monthly benefit; use the product of that. subtraction and 


ayes 


total you would collect betiecon 62 and 66). The result will 


be the number of months from your full retirement age you 
would have to collect in order to get the same total amount 


of money as if you claimed at age 62. _ 

In the simple example I just used, you would need to 
collect about 12 years beyond your full retirement age, or to 
age 78, before you-have collected the same amount of mon- 
ey as if you claimed at age 62. You can do the same exercise 
using age 66 vs. age 70 and you'll find that you ‘breakeven at 
about age 81. If you live beyond your breakeven age, nde 
collect more in total benefits by. waiting. 

These numbers may vary slightly depending upon what 
your true full retirement age is and what your actual estimat- 
ed benefits are, but this will give you a pretty close idea of 
when you would break eyen financially. Yes, it’s a roll of the 
dice because no one knows how long they will actually live, 
and your current financial needs and health must always be 
part of the equation, but doing a breakeven analysis can be 
an important exercise to help you decide.

‘““We have ‘had: a 69 per- 
cent decrease in our dropout 
rate, 35 fewer students leav- 
ing since 2011,” Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro told the school 
committee March 7. 

The state dropout rate fell 
to 1.8 percent in the 2016- 
17 school year, the lowest in 
more than three decades, ac- 
cording to the DOE. 

Quincy topped the list 
with the highest four-year 
graduation rate of 92.7 per- 
cent above the statewide 
rate. The city was followed 
by Cambridge with 89.7 
percent and Leominster and 
Taunton both having 88.7 
percent. 

DeCristofaro said the 
city’s high graduation rate is 
a testament to the district’s 
educators. 

“Our four year gradua- 
tion rate as noted by DOE 
(Departmient of Education) 
certainly is a credit to our 
principals, assistant princi- 
pals, teachers and our aca- 
demic program staff as well 
as the academic support 
staff,” he said. 

~ DeCristofaro also gave a 
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nod:to. Mayor Thomas Koch 
and the school committee 
for supporting programs that 
help retain students. 

“Qur. desire, our goal 


and our mission is for every 
student to finish school,” he 


said. “I think we provide so 


Many great opportunities 


in general. and as well as 
special education while we 
continueito implement some 
wonder alternative program 
pathways to graduation for 
so many of our students.” 

The superintendent noted 
one of the district’s initia- 
tives, Dropout Zero, targets 
at-risk students. 

“We work hard with 
guidance (counselors) and 
so many others who make 
sure we keep track of our 
students who may be at risk 
of dropping out,” he said. 

Statewide, four-year 
graduation rates increased 
forthe 11th consecutive year 
with 88.3 percent of students 
entering ninth grade in the 
2013-14 school year gradu- 
ating within four years, ac- 
cording to the DOE. 

In addition to the overall 
graduation rate improve- 
ment, the rate for all major 
ethnic and racial groups in 
urban districts continues to 
grow. 

The only major subgroup 


' that had a decrease is gradu- 


ation was English Language 
Learners. 

The DOE noted there 
were 11,436 students who 
dropped out in 2006-07 
school year compared to 
5,172 last year — a decrease 
of 6,260 students. 

-“T hope teachers and stu- 
dents are proud of the per- 
sonal accomplishments that 
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are behind each of the num- 
bers,” Acting Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
Commissioner Jeff Wulfson 
stated in the DOE press re- 
lease. “We will continue to 
support districts in this work 
and recognize that chal- 
lenges remain, especially 
in addressing the needs of 
English learners.” 

Gov. Charlie Baker stated 
education is a top priority in 
the Commonwealth. 

“Delivering a quality 
education to Massachusetts 
students and equipping them 
with the necessary skills for 
success after high school are 
top priorities for our admin- 
istration,” he stated. “We are 
pleased to see students from 
across the Commonwealth 
perform at such a high level, 
leading to the highest four- 
year graduation rate we have 
ever seen.” 

Lt. Gov. Karyn Polito 
stated the high graduation.

Increases In Sales Volume, Average Sales Prices For Residential, Commercial Properties In February 


Bucking a_ stagnating 
real estate market, February 
in Norfolk County showed 
_.a few positive indicators 
marked by significant in- 
creases in sales volume 
and average sales prices for 
residential and commercial 
properties. 

“While February saw a 0 
percent percentage increase 
in the number of residential 
and commercial proper- 
ties sold in Norfolk County 
compared to. February of 
2017, there was neverthe- 
less a significant increase 
of 37 percent in the total 
volume of residential and 
commercial sales, totaling 
$463 million,” said Norfolk 
County Register of Deeds 
William O’Donnell. “Ad- 
ditionally, there was more

good news with the average 
sales price, for both residen- 
tial and commercial proper- 
ties, rising by 46 percent to 
$866,610.” 

However, countering 
these promising statistics 
were the number of land 
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documents recorded at the 
Registry. During the month 
of February there were 9,455 
land documents recorded, 
a 5 percent reduction from 
the previous year. A main 
reason for the decrease can 
be attributed to the lending 
market. 

Once again, Norfolk 
County saw a reduced num- 
ber of mortgages recorded 
during February, a trend 
stubbornly seen for the past 
several months. There were 
a total of 1,589 mortgages 
recorded representing a 6 
percent decrease from Feb- 
ruary 2017. However, the 
total amount of borrowing 
rose 598%, but the number 
was significantly skewed by 
a $2 billion mortgage taken 
out against the Calpine Fore 
River Energy Center in 
Quincy and Weymouth. 

Norfolk County hom- 
eowners continued to avail 
themselves of the benefits 


of the Homestead Act. A to- 
tal of 621 Homesteads were 
recorded in February, an 8 
percent reduction year over 
year. 

“T urge Norfolk County 
residents to consider filing a 
homestead on their primary 
residence. The Homestead 
law provides limited protec- 
tion against the forced sale 
of an individual’s primary 
residence to satisfy unse- 
cured debt up to $500,000,” 
O’Donnell said. * 

Foreclosure activity was 
relatively, flat during the 
month .of February. A to- 
tal of 17 foreclosure deeds 
were filed compared to 16 
the previous year. Also, the 
number of Notice to Fore- 
close Mortgage recordings, 
the first step in the foreclo- 
sure process, was 47 com- 


pared to 49 filed in February 
2017. 
“Foreclosure activ- 


ity appeared to have stabi- 
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lized during the month of 
February compared to the 
past few months when sig- 
nificant increases in Notice 
to Foreclose Mortgage re- 
cordings were seen.” noted 
O’Donnell. “With that said, 
we need to make sure any 


homeowner facing a chal- 
lenge. with their monthly 
mortgage payments is get- 
ting the help and counseling 
they need.”

FALLEN ARCHES 


One person in five suffers 
from “fallen arches” (technically 
known as “pes planus”), which 
may affect one or both feet. 
“Rigid” flat feet remain flat all 
the time, while “flexible” flat feet 
have arches that collapse only 
when weight is put on them. 
Over time, flexible flat feet may 
become more rigid. Flat feet 
tend to run in families, and their 
incidence increases with age. 
They may arise as a result of 
congenital bone deformities 
or bone/soft tissue injury. In 
older individuals, they may 
result from overstretching and 
degeneration of the posterior 
tibial tendon on the inside of the 
ankle. In any case, fallen arches 
can lead to overpronation, 
which can lead to foot, ankle, 
knee, hip, and back pain. 

Anyone who walks a lot 


has probably had pain in their 
feet at some’ point. All those 
who work on their feet know 
that it's not easy to ignore 
pain that radiates up from the 
feet into the back. There are 


:

checks in the mail from a large local bank. The check in 
one incident came as is in an envelope posted “UPS NEXT 
DAY¥ AIR-? The check for $3,800 was made out to a local 
resident and in the middle of the check was stamped, “CA- 


“SHIER’S CHECK”. I contacted the bank and was informed 
that this particular bank does not issue cashier’s checks so - 


it was fraudulent. On the envelope is the return address of 
“Johnson King” with a return address of Amazon in Phoe- 
nix, Arizona. A Google check of “Johnson King scam” 
showed this name to be involved in many types of scams. 

Oddly, there was nothing else in the envelope so a follow up 
letter may come soon. Remember, if you elect to deposit a 
check like this, there are two points to focus on. The Teller 
will often state that there is anywhere from a two to a five 
day hold on the check to make sure it is valid. During this 
time, do not send anyone connected to the check any couse 
It is highly likely a scam!

Quincy’s Emily Bryson Wins 
Div. IIT 3,000-Meter Championship 


Brandeis University ju- 
nior Emily Bryson of Quin- 
cy won a national champi- 
onship in the 3,000-meter 
run Saturday, blowing away 
the field in the final 400 me- 
ters at the NCAA Division 
Il Track and Field champi- 
onships at the Birmingham 
Crossplex and hosted by 
Birmingham-Southern Col- 
lege. 

Bryson, who entered the 
championship meet as the 
final entrant with the 17th- 
fastest qualifying time, 
stayed within the top eight 
for the first half of the race, 
staying on the rail inside of 
the pack. She moved into 
the lead pack with about 
four laps to go, and in the fi- 
nal 400 meters pulled away. 
After running a blistering 
final lap of 30.67 seconds, 
Bryson won the race in 
9:39.99, a full five seconds 
faster than runner-up Bryn 
McKillop of Claremont- 
Mudd-Scripps. 

“I felt so good headed 
into. the final 400 meters,” 
Bryson said. “I didn’t want 
to go too early, knowing 


how many other great run- 
ners there were in the race, 
but [head coach] Sinead 
[Evans] talked to me before 
the race about being patient. 
I was ready to go on those 
last two laps.” 

Bryson is Brandeis wom- 
en’s track and field’s first 
individual national cham- 
pion since 1997, when Vic- 
toria Petrillo "99 won the 
800-meters. She Brandeis’s 
first 3,000-meter run All- 
American since 1993; when 
Theresa Patten 94 earned 
honors outdoors. Her time 
eclipsed the school record 
held by Nicole Fogarty ’89 
since the late 1980s by six 
seconds and was the ninth- 
fastest time in Division II 
history. 

With her second All- 
America honor of the meet, 
Bryson became the first 
Judge to finish in the top 
eight in two events since 
2003, when Mariko Tansey 
Holbrook Neveu ’03 fin- 
ished fifth in the 5,000-me- 
ters and third in the distance 
medley relay. 

“IT spent. a lot of hours 


at Gosman,” Bryson said. 
“And standing on top of that 
podium, it really felt like 
all that hard work paid off. 
Sinead has been great and 
had so much confidence in 
me. My coaches and team- 
mates were so supportive all 
year long.” 

“She ran brilliant,” Ev- 
ans said. “This was a goal 
all season long, to compete 
for a national title in the 
DMR [in which the Judges 
finished 3rd on Friday night] 
and the 3,000. Emily was in 
great shape. I knew if she 
was within range of the 
leaders, she had the kick to 
win it, and she did exactly 
what she wanted to do.” 

With the 16 points scored 
by the Judges by Bryson 
in the 3K and by the DMR 
team, the Judges finished 
in a tie for 14th place in 
the, team standings. That 
put them sixth among New 
England schools — including 
team champion UMass Bos- 
ton and runner-up Williams 
— and third among Univer- 
sity Athletic Association 
teams.

Perfume Lamp --- In the 
unsanitary world of the 
18th and 19th century, bad 


- smells were everywhere. 


There was no_ garbage 
pickup, no indoor flush- 
ing toilets and no refrig- 
eration to keep food from 
spoiling. In the 1800s, a 
special lamp was used to 
remove the strong odors in 
hospitals and mortuaries. 
It was a catalytic lamp that 


‘ burned an alcohol-based 


fuel. A cotton wick burned 
for a few minutes to heat a 
stone. After the flame was 


out, the heated stone turned . 


odors into carbon dioxide 
and water. 

In 1897, a Frenchman im- 
proved the lamp by adding 
perfume to the fuel to make 
a scented room. Many 
lamps were made in figural 
shapes suitable for a living 


room or bedroom. Today, | 


perfume lamps heat with 


electricity. The best 20th-. 


century perfume lamps 
were made by French mak- 


ers Robj, Aladin or Etling. 


A perfume lamp shaped 
like an Art Deco chorus 
girl sold at a Skinner auc- 
tion in Boston several 
years ago for $1,968. The

“Meu Bach Aladin.”

Calendar Set For 
2018 State Election

City councillors on Mon- 
day night approved the 
calendar for the upcoming 
statewide election. 

The November general 
election will be held Tues- 
day, Nov. 6, with primaries 


taking place on a 


Sept. 4. 

Voters across Masieho 
setts will have the chance to 
cast ballots for 10 days prior 
to the November election 
with the state set to allow 
early voting for the second 
time. Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Galvin has proposed 
allowing early voting before 
the primary as well; City 
Clerk Nicole Crispo said the 
legislation to do so was still 
pending on Beacon Hill as 
of Tuesday. 


Crispo said she is in the 
process of selecting a poll- 
ing place for early voting in 
the lead up to the November 
election. Two sites under 
consideration are City Hall 
and the Quincy Career Cen- 
ter, which will be relocating 
to the area of the Ross Way. 

Massachusetts voters 
will head to the polls this 
fall to cast ballots in several 
contests, including races for 
governor and U.S. senator.. 
Gov. Charlie Baker, a Re- 
publican, and U.S. Sen. Eliz- 
abeth Warren, a Democrat, 
are both seeking re-election 
this year. Voters will also 
elect the state’s nine US. 
representatives, and all seats 
in the state Legislature are 
up for re-election in the fall.

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A special group of “phenomenal” 
gemstones has the unique ability 
to display a star pattern, known as 
“asterism,” that appears as rays of a 
star across the domed surface of the 
gem. The effect is produced when 
a strong source of light reflects off 
the multitude of geometrically 
arranged layers of  thread-like 
inclusions inhabiting these unique 
gems. If the threads in the gem 
all align themselves in a single 
direction, much like the strands in 
a spool of thread, the reflection will 
appear as a single ray of light called 
“chatoyancy,” or cat’s ¢ye. The 
silvery glow that floats across the 
surface of a gem, somewhat like a 
moonbeam across a fog-enshrouded 
lake, is called “adularescence,” or

¢ On April 8, 563 B.C., Gautama Buddha, the founder of 
Buddhism, is thought to have been born in what is now Ne- 
pal. Buddhist tradition had placed his birth in the 11th cen- 
tury B.C., until modern scholars determined he was likely 
born in the 6th century. 
¢ On April 3, 1776, lacking sufficient funds to build a 
strong navy, the Continental Congress gives privateers per- 
mission to attack all British ships. Any goods captured by 
the privateer were divided between the ship’s owner and the 
government. 
¢ On April 6, 1830, Joseph Smith, founder of the Mor- 
mon religion, organizes the Church of Christ. Smith claimed 
in 1823 that he had been visited by an angel named Moroni 
who spoke to him of an ancient Hebrew text. Smith trans- 
lated this text, and in 1830 The Book of Mormon was pub- 
lished.

¢ On April 5, 1969, some 100,000 antiwar demonstrators 
march in New York City to demand that the United States 
withdraw from Vietnam. The weekend of protests ended 
with demonstrations and parades in other cities. 
¢ On April 2, 1979, the world’s first anthrax epidemic 
begins in Ekaterinburg, Russia (now Sverdlosk), killing 62 
people. The Soviet government blamed tainted meat, but 
in 1992 the real cause was found: Workers at the weapons 
plant had failed to replace a crucial filter. 
¢ On April 4, 1982, hockey sensation Wayne Gretzky 
of the Edmonton Oilers finishes the NHL season with 212 
points, the only player in NHL history to break the 200-point 
barrier.

Banana Bread (No Mixer) 


1 teaspoon of vanilla extract

Today’s recipe for chocolate banana 
bread is very popular because you do not 
need a mixer; just a bowl, a fork to mix the 
eggs and a sturdy spoon to mix the batter. 

While I have had many banana bread 
recipes in my column before this one is very 
unique because it incorporates both choco- 
late and chocolate bits. It very easy and so 
delicious - and the clean-up is easy too! 

The best bananas to use for this recipe 


are the overripe bananas. 


Pre-heat oven to 350 and grease 5 x 9 


inch loaf pan ~ 


RECIPE 


3 large, ripe bananas, easily mashable 


1/3 cup melted butter 


% cup brown sugar, packed light or 


dark. 
¥ teaspoon of salt 


1 large egg beaten 


powder 


1 % cup of all-purpose flour 
% cup naturally unsweetened cocoa 


1 teaspoon baking soda 
% teaspoon ground allspice 
¥% cup semi-sweet chocolate chips 


Puree the peeled, ripe bananas until 
smooth. Place in a large mixing bowl. Stir 
in melted butter, brown sugar and salt. Wisk 


to break up any clumps of brown sugar. 
Stir in beaten egg and vanilla. 


In a separate bow! mix in the flour, soda, 


cocoa and all spice. Add the flour mixture 
into the banana mixture and stir together 
until well incorporated. 

Stir in chocolate chips and pour batter 


into buttered or greased loaf pan and bake 


for 1 hour. Because the chocolate chips will 


melt, it may be difficult to use a toothpick to 


check for doneness so gently push the bread 
down with a finger when it bounces back it 


is done.

Ask Rusty: Social Security, 
Military Pension | 
And Disability

‘Dear Rusty: I am 61 years old. I have a disability rat- 
ing from the VA and I draw a military pension for my:years 
of service. How might my disability rating and my military 
pension affect my Social Security? Signed: Disabled Vet 

Dear Disabled Vet: First of all, thank-you for your ser- 
vice to our country. Your military pension will not affect 


_ your future Social Security benefit in any way, since military 
"pay for service after 1957 contributed to and participated ind 


the Social:Security program. In other words, you paid Social 
Security “FICA” taxes from your military earnings during 
your years of service, and your earnings during those years 
contributed toward the 35 years which will be used to de- 
termine your Social Security benefit amount. So when you 
finally decide to apply for Social Security (you must be at 
least 62 to apply for retirement benefits) you need not worry 
about any reductions as a result of receiving your military 
service pension. © 

Similarly, your Veterans Adtninistratend disability. rating 
will not affect your Social Security retirement benefit. But, 


. for your awareness, depending upon the extent of your dis- | 


ability you may be eligible for Social Security Disability In- 
surance (SSDI) benefits in addition to your military pension 
and in lieu of regular Social Security benefits. You can get 
SSDI benefits before your normal eligibility age of 62, and 
they are paid instead of regular Social Security retirement 
benefits up to your full retirement age, which for you is 66 
years and 6 months, Then, at your full retirement age, SSDI 
benefits will automatically convert to regular Social Secu- 
rity retirement benefits. Note that, if awarded, your SSDI 
benefit may be more than your early retirement benefit if, 
for example, you claimed your retirement rea as soon as 
you became eligible at age 62. 

Even though you have a VA disability. patie, to ect SSDI 


benefits you would” ‘still need to’ satisfy Social Security’s 


own definition of “disability” and meet their other eligibil- 
ity requirements. But if your disability prevents you from 
working and is expected to last for more thah a year, it is 
surely worth investigating. While it is possible to apply for 
SSDI benefits online, we recommend you contact your local 
Social Security office (find it at www.ssa.gov/locator), make 
an appointment and apply in person. If you’d like to read up 
on this before contacting them go to www.ssa.gov/people/ 
veterans/. Note too that while it doesn’t guarantee approval, 

if your VA disability rating is “100% Permanent & Total”, 
Social Security may provide you with expedited processing 
of your SSDI application. And you don’t have to wait until 
you are 62 to apply for and collect Social Security disability 
benefits. Once again, thank you for your military service.

engaged in the process [and] 
potentially identify mon- 
etary resources to help us 
in various aspects,” Croall 
said. 

“I’m excited and happy 
to have been part of the pro- 
cess.” 

Koch said the initiative 
would build upon what the 
city does already for its se- 
niors. He noted the Kennedy 
Center has more than 4,000 
members presently and the 
Council on Aging provides 
transportation to seniors to 
things like medical appoint- 
ments. 

“The beauty is we have 
a great foundation to build 
on,” Koch said. “There are 
some great things we as a 
city have done and I think 
this is an opportunity to look 
at what we’re doing, how 
can we improve, how can 
we get better.” 

Mike Festa, the head of 
the AARP in Massachusetts, 
said the age-friendly initia- 
tive is meant to make Quin- 
cy friendly for all people in 
the community as they age. 

“When you’re doing your 
planning in your different 
departments — when you’re 
budgeting, when you're 
looking at programs, when 
you’re looking at policies 
— it’s with an understanding 
that people hopefully will 
be able to stay in Quincy, 
grow old in Quincy, engage 
in community life in a way 
that they feel they are very 
much a part of the commu- 
nity,” Festa said. 

The first step in the five- 
year process is to gather 
input from the city’s senior 

residents to determine what 
their needs are, Festa said. 

“Much of what you need 
to do is based on not neces- 
sarily what you think they 
want but what the neighbors 
want,” Festa said, noting 
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Boston officials were’ sur- 
prised to find that seniors 
in that city said a lack of 
engagement with the com- 
munity was their second 
biggest concern, after af- 
fordable housing. 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Can said housing a top con- 
cerns for seniors in Quincy. 

“T don’t think as a society 
we do a good job at figuring 
out what’s that next place 
for folks who’ve grown in a 
home with a family of four 
kids,” Cain said. “Where do 
they go to live next?” 

Festa said creation of af- 
fordable housing for seniors 
is a “major-league problem” 
without federal funding to 

incentivize developers to 
build that type of housing. 
Festa other potential solu- 
tions exist, including an 
app, Nesterly, which pairs 
students in need of housing 
with seniors who have extra 
rooms to rent. 

“Tt is an incredible idea. 
You take communities that 
have a high degree of chal- 
lenge around student hous- 
ing and match them with 
seniors who are in places 
where they could afford,” 
Festa said. 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said it would be im- 
portant to gather feedback 
from community members 
across different demograph- 


ics because all residents can ~ 


‘benefit from the initiative. 

“Tt is a very exciting op- 
portunity,” she said. “There 
are some many different ele- 
ments and different ways we 
can go...it doesn’t just help 
our seniors, it helps every- 
body in the community.” 

Festa said it was impor- 
tant to invite all community 

members, not just seniors, to 
participate in the process. 
“Cast that wide,” he said.

Put the Bird Dog to work for YOU 
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Keep Your Lawn Green, 


By MELINDA MYERS 
A healthy lawn is your 
best. defense against lawn 
diseases and other problems. 
But when the weather favors 
the disease more than your 
lawn, problems can occur. 
Reduce the risk of dis- 
ease by keeping your lawn 
healthy. Mow high to en- 
courage deeply rooted grass 
that is more drought tolerant 
and resistant to disease prob- 
lems. Water early i in the day 
so the grass leaves, blades, 
dry quickly and less water is 
lost to evaporation, 
Apply the right type and 
amount of fertilizer at the 
proper time to limit the risk 


‘of disease. Regular fertiliza- 


tion, three to four times per 
year, encourages better re- 
sults since most soils do not 
contain the essential nutri- 
ents for optimum growth. 

Avoid high nitrogen 
quick release fertilizers 
that promote lush succulent 
growth that is more suscep- 
tible to disease. Instead use 
a low nitrogen slow release 
fertilizer like Milorganite 
(milorganite.com) that pro- 
motes. steady growth that’s 
more drought tolerant and 
resistant to disease. 

Take a closer look at the 
lawn if you suspect a dis- 
ease problem. As the snow 
recedes, watch for circular 
gray to straw colored ar- 
eas of matted grass caused 
by snow mold. Use a leaf 
rake to lift the matted grass, 
remove leaf litter and re- 
duce the risk of this disease. 
Keep mowing throughout 
the fall and avoid heavy fer- 
tilization late in the year. 

Monitor lawns for Brown 
Patch when temperatures 
and humidity rise and grass 
remains wet for long peri- 
ods of time. Infected lawns 
will have somewhat circular 
patches of thin light brown 
grass. Look for white cot- 
tony strands of fungal myce- 
lium early in the morning on 
dew covered lawns. Check

grass blades for small ir- 
regular tan spots with dark 
brown borders on the indi- 
vidual grass blades. Avoid 
heavy fertilization with fast 
release fertilizer in early 
spring and summer. » 

Look for dollar size to 6” 
diameter spots of bleached 
or light tan grass if you sus- 
pect Dollar Spot. Infected 
leaves have white lesions 
with reddish tan margins 
that often resemble an 
hourglass. Over and under 


fertilization, ‘drought; wa- 


ter on the grass blades for 
extended time, and mowing 
too low all increase the risk 
of this disease. 

Closely examine lawns 


with a reddish hue to confirm 


the presence of rust disease. 
Rust infected lawns are cov- 
ered with an orange or yel- 
lowish powder, ‘the fungal 
spores, that can leave an or- 
ange residue on your shoes. 


Newly seeded and lawns — 


weakened by inadequate 
fertilization and drought are 
most susceptible. 

Stay alert for leaf spot 
diseases that can attack 
lawns. Avoid excess fertil- 
ization and watering late af- 
ternoon and evenings. 

Once you discover a dis- 
ease, visit Milorganite.com 
for more detailed informa- 
tion and photos to help with 
diagnosis. Correct your lawn 
care practices to speed re- 
covery and avoid problems 
in the future. Proper care and 
reseeding dead areas with 
disease-resistant grass va- 
rieties is usually enough to 
manage the disease. Be sure 
you need a fungicide before 
applying. These chemicals 
are costly, the results can 
be disappointing and when 
used improperly they can be 
harmful to pollinators and 
the environment.

Get out owner’s manti- 
als. Follow all guidelines for 
outdoor power equipment 
and familiarize yourself 
with the controls. Misplaced 
manuals can be found online 
(and saved on your comput- 
er for future reference). 

Inspect equipment. 
Check for loose belts and 
missing or damaged parts. 
Replace any parts needed 
or take equipment to a 
qualified service representa- 
tive. Repair shops are busy 
when spring arrives. Getting 
equipment serviced before 
the rush means you’ll be 


. ready to get outside right 


away. | 
Drain. old fuel. Fuel ° 
should not sit in your equip- 


ment’s tank for more than 
30 days. Untreated gasoline 
(without a fuel stabilizer) 
left in the system will de- 
teriorate, which may cause 
starting or running problems 
and even damage to the fuel 
system. “Old” fuel should 
be drained and removed, 


and then newly-purchased 
fuel should be added. 

- Only use E10 or less 
fuel. Some gas stations may 
offer 15 percent ethanol 
(E15) gas or higher ethanol 
fuel blends, but any fuel 
containing more than 10 
percent ethanol can dam- 
age—and is illegal to use— 
in small engine equipment 
not designed for it. 

Label fuel cans with 


the. date of purchase and — 


ethanol content of the fuel. 
Never put “old” gas in out- 
door power equipment. If 
you don’t know the date of 
purchase,’ dispose safely of 
the fuel in the can and buy 
fresh fuel. 

Clean equipment. Re- 
move dirt, oil or grass stuck 
to it. A clean machine will 
run more efficiently and last 
longer. 

Set expectations with 
your family and pets. It’s 


been a long winter for them , 


too, and they may want to 
be outside while you are . 
doing yard work. But while 
outdoor power equipment is 
in use, the safest place for 
kids and pets is inside your 
home and under the supervi- 
sion of a responsible adult.

THAT’S $20,000 MORE IN YOUR POCKET: 
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On Tuesday, March 6, at approximately 6:05 p.m., Of- 
ficers William O’Neill and Joseph Paccioretti were dis- 
patched to America’s Best Defense/kick boxing gym on 
Newport Avenue on a report of larceny from the lockers. 
The manager/caller said the suspect left but described him 
as a young, skinny male wearing khaki pants. 

Upon arrival, Officer Paccioretti interviewed the first of 

two victims, who stated he left items in the men’s locker 
room/closet area while working out. When he returned to 
the locker room, he noticed his smart phone (iPhone 6S+), 
his house/car keys/fob (Nissan Rogue), his wallet (dark blue 
cloth), about $120 cash,.his license and medical cards were 
» gone. He added his wallet contained several credit cards. 
He checked his vehicle and found that the suspect had start- 
ed it with the remote but it was parked far enough away that 
the suspect likely never located it. The first victim added 
that he saw the male suspect walking around the gym earlier 
in the evening. . 
_.A second victim stated that his sneakers (Addidas Y3, 
blk. with white tow cap, Y3 printed on heal) were stolen 
from the men’s locker room/closet area. He returned to the 
closet area for his kick boxing gloves and came across a 
male matching the above description. The.male appeared 
nervous upon being detected and said to the victim, “These 
are your gloves,” as he handed them over to the victim. The 
male also had his jacket and gave it back reluctantly. The 
victim said he was lucky that the male didn’t have a chance 
to go through his jacket because that was where he kept his 
property and cash. 

Once the male suspect left, the victim said he checked 
around and found a discarded pair of sneakers and an athlet- 
ic supporter in the shower area. The manager provided Offi- 
cer Paccioretti with items that had been found abandoned in 
the locker room/shower area. This included a men’s wallet 
(Relic, brown leather), a cellphone (Coolpad), a black sock 
and an open box of cookies (Signature Kitchens, peanut but- 
ter fudge). Inside the wallet was a $20 bill, a Visa debit card 
with the name on it and a 2017 W-2 federal tax statement for 
a different named male. 

Officer O’Neill checked the QPD computer database and 
found that the name on the W-2 showed that he was recently 
arrested (February), in Quincy and he fit the description pro- 
vided. Soon after, the manager informed the officers that 
a female patron reported that her boots (Uggs) had been 
moved in the locker area. It is possible the suspect searched 
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inside the boots for any hidden 
valuables. According to the man- 
ger, there were no surveillance 
cameras at the gym and the exte- 
rior cameras did not work. 

Officer O’Neill left the area 
and started filing his report. 
About an hour later, officers 
were dispatched to 115 West 
Squantum St. for a male attempt- 
ing to get into the building. The 
male fit the description of the 
suspect from 33 Newport Ave. 
Responding Officers Steve Dabilis and Jay Borden located 
the suspect and placed him under arrest for outstanding war- 
rants. Officer Dan Francis, also on scene, confirmed that the 
suspect was wearing the stolen sneakers. 

Sergeant J.P. Kelly arrived on scene and interviewed an 
employee of the gym, who stated that she witnessed fhe sus- 
pect in the gym. She told officers she saw the suspect come 
in for five minutes (dressed the same), leave for five min- 
utes, and then come back to the locker room for less than 
five minutes. She said that she could identify the suspect so 
she was brought to his location, where she stated that she 
was “90 percent sure” he was the suspect she saw in and out 
of the gym this evening. 

Officer Francis then transported the suspect to the station. 
When he was removed from the rear seat, his pants dropped 
down further which revealed a wallet (blue cloth) and sev- 
eral credit cards/IDs on the prisoner seat of the cruiser. The 
cards included the first victim’s Visa card, his Amex card, 
his CVS health card, his TD Visa, his Bloomingdale’s card, 
his Case Visa, his Citizen’s Visa, his B of A Visa card, his 
Barclay Card Mastercard, his Mass Health card, his USPS 
ID card (w/photo), his South Cove Community Health Cen- 
ter card (w/photo) and his Massachusetts Operator’s license. 

The second victim came to the police station where he 
identified his stolen property. The items were turned over 
to the victim. Officer Francis recovered an Iphone, house/ 
car keys/fob (Nissan) and an expandable flashlight in the

FITNESS AND HEALTH CLUB THEFT: Rates vary 
depending upon the facility’s effort to prevent crime. The 
theft can range from taking change from a member’s locker 


- to stealing a car by removing keys from a locker, fhen using 


the remote on the key to locate and then take the. car. The 
crime rate in these clubs are often dependent upon the actual 
physical set up of the club, the clientele and the effort made 
by the club to deter crime. 

Although there are statistics out there about how many 


~ incidents there are, they are most likely under reported be- 


cause the victim may: 

-report it to the police 

-report it just to the health club 

-not report it at all, figuring there is nothing we can do 

*As always, report suspicious activity to staff and other 
members. You don’t have to wait until someone steals a 
valuable to take action. Let a staff member monitor or ques- 
tion a person who is acting oddly. 

*By reporting a loss due to theft, it helps management | 
and the local Police Department create a pattern such as a 
time period and specific items being taken. It also helps law 
enforcement in reviewing video from security cameras for 
suspects or putting undercover officers in the club. 

WHO IS DOING THIS? 

-There are professional rings who go around and break 
into numerous lockers. 

-Thieves who see a crime of opportunity; by leaving 
valuables unattended or not secured. 

Here are some suggestions to avoid becoming a victim: 

*Don’t bring valuables into the club. Leave items like, 
your wallet, watch, phone, money, jewelry, etc. in your car, 
well hidden, preferably in the-trunk. Won’t they break into 
my car? The clear majority of car breaks are due to unlocked 
doors. Parking in a visible, high traffic, well lit location are . 
all deterrents. It is much safer to leave your valuables in a 
locked car than in a health club. 

*The only item of value you really need is one key to 
your car and this should be with you at all times, especially 
if you do not shower at the facility.

oint deterioration has a 

number of causes, including

‘That’s Been Crushing: You 


Debt, continues to be a 
crushing burden for many 
Americans. From credit 
cards to auto loans, mortgag- 
es, student loans and medi- 


cal bills, a high percentage — 


of the nation’s households 
have one or more of those 
types of debt. 

According to a NerdWal- 
let debt analysis in 2017, the 
average American house- 
hold carrying credit card 


debt owed a balance of: 
$15,654. The average bal- . 


ance for a household with 
auto loans was $27,669; it 
was $46,597 for a student 
loan; and $173,995 for the 
average remaining on a 
mortgage. 

“Debt is that great finan- 
cial enemy we’d all love 
to defeat,” says Garrett 
Gunderson, founder/chief 
wealth architect. of Wealth 
Factory and co-author of 
5 Day Weekend: Freedom 
to Make Your Life and 
Work Rich with Purpose 
(www.5dayweekend.com) 
with entrepreneur Nik Ha- 
lik. “People struggle to get 
out of debt because they 
don’t have a wise and co- 
herent strategy to pay debt 
down.” 

Getting out from under 
a mountain of debt can be 
a challenge, but Halik says 
a consistent plan founded 


upon discipline can open a 
path toward financial free- 
dom. He and Gunderson 
give a four-step strategy for 
paying down debt: 

Build savings first. Try- 
ing to make higher payments 
in order to reduce your 
debt is admirable, but that 


- doesn’t make sense without 


having adequate savings for 
emergencies. “You need to 
have at least three months of 
income, ideally six, in a lig- 
uid savings account to cre- 
ate a safety cushion,” Gun- 
derson says. “If you have 
no cash reserves, what hap- 
pens when you experience 
an unexpected cash-flow 
crunch?” 

Restructure your loans. 
Minimizing your payments 


and maximizing your cash 


flow are the main goals. 
“You can restructure your 


loans by rolling short-term, 


high-interest loans _ into 
long-term, low-interest, 
tax-deductible loans,” Halik 
says. “If you have enough 
home equity, you can refi- 
nance your mortgage, which 
can be a tax-deductible loan, 
and roll as many of your 
non-deductible loans into it 
as possible.” 

Attack one loan at a 
time. Although most finan- 
cial advisors suggest pay- 
ing off your loans with the 


highest interest rates first, 


Gunderson advises to ig- 


nore the interest rate and use. 


a technique developed by 
him and his team called the 
Cash Flow Index. “Divide 
the loan balance by the min- 
imum monthly payment,” 
Gunderson says. “That gives 
you the Cash Flow Index for 
each loan. A low cash flow 
index of between 0 and 50 is 
a priority to pay off, because 
the idea is to free up more 
monthly cash.” _ 

Be cautious about lock: 
ing money in an asset. 
Halik says paying extra on 
your mortgage can make 
sense when you’re finan- 
cially stable, but other times 
it’s just locking money into 
a hard-to-access equity. “A 
good rule is to only put extra 
money into debt where your 
minimum- payment goes 
down as your balance goes 
down, such as your credit 
card,” Halik says. 

. “The big picture purpose 
in paying off debt is to free 
up cash that you can then use 
to invest in passive income 
vehicles,” Gunderson says. 
“The best place to start is 
to maximize the efficiency 
of your existing resources. 
You may discover, as most 
people do, that you actually 
have a lot more to work with 
than you think.”

laces or secure it to clothing. Do not bring in the car re- 
mote. The thief with the remote can locate your car and 
access it, drive off and even break into your house while 
you are unaware as you work out. 

*When showering, be sure to secure your locker during 
that brief period of time. If you follow the suggestions 
above and only have a car key, hide the key within your 
belongings (inside a sock — who wants to look in there!) 
You could also covertly pin the key to the towel that you 
bring to the shower area. 

*Use. a QUALITY padlock on your locker with a com- 
bination lock, not a key lock. Don’t buy a $5.00 lock to 
secure a $500.00 phone. 

*Completely lock your lock. 

*Thieves sometimes bring in bolt cutters to cut through 
the thin metal in the lock, hitting numerous lockers at once. 
Again, use a quality padlock. 

*Pick the locker closest to the locker room entrance/ 
exit. It has the most pedestrian traffic and is most visible. 

* At some health clubs, there are smaller valuables lock- 
ers in plain view of staff and/or pedestrian traffic. 

*If you need to bring in valuables, such as a cell phone, 
etc, consider using a fanny pack, which can be kept with 
you at all times with the exception of the shower. Keep 
in mind that thieves know that valuables are kept in fanny 
packs too! 

*Wallets — sometimes only one credit card is taken so 
it takes much longer to be discovered missing. As in this 
particular case, the victim could have been responsible to 
cancel numerous credit cards if the Thief had gotten away.

Easter Bunny --- When 
did the Easter bunny be- 
come part of the tradition 
of the religious Easter holi- 
day? Easter began to be ob- 
served hundreds of years 
ago to commemorate the 
rising of Christ from the 
dead, and it has gradually 
become associated with the 
themes of the renewal of 
life in nature and flowers. It 
was not until about the 18th 
century that the Easter egg 
became part of the celebra- 
tion... 

The egg has long been a 
symbol of eternal life, and 
decorating and hunting for 
eggs became. part of the 
symbolism of the holiday. 
As years passed, cardboard 
and papier-mache eggs 
were used, then real egg- 
shells with the liquid egg 
blown out through a small 
hole. Other countries used 
sugar eggs and wooden 
eggs. All eggs were deco- 
rated. Soon there were Eas- 
ter.egp hunts and Easter 


egg rolls, but still no Easter 


bunny. 

During the early 18th cen- 
tury,’ Pennsylvania Ger- 
mans suggested that, in 
spring, the Easter Bunny 
would hide eggs or per- 
haps put them in an upside- 
down hat that was left out 
overnight. That custom 
soon grew to a basket to be 
filled with eggs, candy and 
fake green grass. By the 
20th century, there were 
stuffed-toy Easter bunnies, 
porcelain figurines of bun- 
nies and a German business 
‘making papier-mache and 
cardboard Easter bunny 
candy containers, which 
were sold in the U.S. and 
filled with candy.

One of the most notable 
efforts and accomplish- 
ments on the part of the 
Rotary Foundation (TRF) is 
the goal of eradicating polio 
worldwide. Rotary began 
the effort to eradicate po- 
lio in 1988 when polio was 
present in 125 countries, 
paralyzing nearly 1,000 
children per day, well over 

300,000 per year. 

The World Health Or- 
ganization and the Melinda 
Gates Foundation were im- 
pressed by the Rotary effort 
so they partnered with TRF 
in the mid-1990s to im- 
munize children and adults 
around the world against 
polio. This goal presents 
significant challenges in 
poor, third world countries, 
particularly in remote and 
inaccessible locations. Ro- 
tary’s main effort has been 
to establish an infrastructure 
throughout the world for the 
distribution of the polio vac- 
cine. 

Thanks to immunization 
efforts that have reached 
nearly 3 billion children, the 
incidence of polio has de- 
creased by 99 percent since 
then, 13 cases worldwide 
in 2017, down from over 
300,000 in 1988. 

Despite this progress, 
if polio is not completely 
eradicated, the world could 
witness a resurgence of 
200,000 new cases annu- 
ally so the effort is ongoing. 
The Rotary Foundation and 
the Gates Foundation have 
recommitted themselves 
to this effort and pledge to 
eradicate polio for good. 
The Gates Foundation is 
matching the Rotary Foun- 
dation’s funding on a 2:1 ba- 
sis, meaning $2 for every $1 
from TRF. From 2013-2017 
The Rotary Foundation and 
the Gates Foundation have 
contributed more than $1.6 


billion dollars to end polio. 

Other significant accom- 

plishments of The Rotary 
Foundation are the funding 
of clean water and sanitation 
projects, disease prevention 
and treatment, economic 
and community develop- 
ment, basic education and 
literacy, maternal and child 
health and peace and con- 
flict prevention and reso- 
lution. The Rotary Foun- 
dation also funds disaster 
relief and recovery efforts. 
On the home front, local 
Rotary clubs may apply for 
“District Grants” to fund 
projects of their own design 
and identified need. The Ro- 
tary Club of Quincy is pres- 
ently administering a Grant

Czerkawski’s attorney 
admitted his client pur- 
chased the dog but denied 
Czerkawski had _ tortured 
her, saying instead that the 
dog ran away and her inju- 
ries could have been caused 
accidentally. 

Norfolk County DA Mi- 
chael Morrissey credited the 
work of the Quincy Police 
Department in investigating 
the case. 

“The Quincy Police De- 
partment took this case very 
seriously from the onset,” 
he said. “Law enforcement 
at every level needs to treat 
animal cruelty cases as the 
serious crimes that they are. 
The Quincy Police Depart- 
ment’s work in this inves- 
tigation laid the foundation 
for this just verdict. I-also 
recognize that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys Greg Connor, 
Tracey Cusick and Stepha- 
nie Glennon did outstanding 
work presenting this case to 
the jury.” 

Morrissey also thanked 
the Quincy Animal Shel- 
ter and three veterinar- 
ians whose contributions 
he called “invaluable:” Dr. 
Amanda Duffy, Dr. Martha 
Smith-Blackmore and Dr. 
Diana Rosenstein. “This 
was a rare case, perhaps the 
first’time in Massachusetts, 
that the Commonwealth has 
successfully admitted canine 
DNA analysis as evidence.”

The destructive combinations of astronomical high 
tides (the three highest tides on record since 1927 have oc- 
curred in this January and March), high nor’easter winds, 
and massive tidal surges are becoming more frequent and 
fierce. Governor Baker stood in the midst of our ravaged 
neighborhood on March 11 and spoke of his commitment 
to “coastal resiliency” and Senator Warren visited March 17 
and pledged her commitment for federal aid for those not 
covered by insurance and for funding to help elevate homes 
where necessary to prevent further loss. 

Individual homeowners still need City guidance and sup- 
port to rebuild their homes in flood proof manner. We ap- 
plaud the long overdue and proposed seawall replacements 
coming in 2019 and urge that these be built as high as pos- 
sible to protect our vulnerable areas for as long as possible. 
State and national government must realize these promises. 

“Riley” was terrifying and a warning. The response of 
our neighbors and great City is a reminder of the goodness 
of people and the challenges ahead.

Sheriff Bellotti Creates New Programs _ 
‘To Address Issues Facing Younger Inmates 


Norfolk County Sheriff 
Michael Bellotti has. insti- 
tuted a roster of programs 
designed to address issues 
contributing to an increase 
in young people being in- 
carcerated at the Norfolk 
County Jail. 

“One of the results of. 
the opioid epidemic in re- 
cent years has been a surge 
in young adult inmates be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 
25,” Sheriff. Bellotti said. 
“We have identified a spe- 
cial set of issues they tend 
to share. As a result, we 
have adopted a holistic ap- 
proach, including new oc- 
cupational and nutritional 


health programs in addition 
to the more traditional sub- 
stance use treatment tracks 
and high school graduation 
equivalency classes. The 
goal is to stop the cycle of 
crime while these people are 
still young.” 

-- Specifically, the Norfolk 
Sheriff’s Office has imple- 
mented young offender 
computer programming, 
young offender financial lit- 
eracy and vocational safety 
certification in addition to 
the already-existing job 
readiness classes and. in- 
struction in carpet cleaning, 
horticulture, culinary arts 
and custodial management. 


All are industry-recognized 

certification courses. 
Sheriff Bellotti also has 

established a partnership 


with the New England Wild- — 


life Center in Weymouth. 


Specially selected inmates ° 


are taken to the center each 
day over the course of six 
weeks. Under close supervi- 
sion by the center staff, they 
learn and perform essential 
tasks involving the medical 
treatment and care of ani- 
mals at the center. 

“This program gives 
these young men ‘valuable 
hands-on experience and 
job skills that are transfer- 
able to pet stores and yeteri- 


narian offices,” Sheriff Bel- 
lotti said. “Beyond that, the 
participants really seem to 
become engaged in learning 
and working in an extremely 
positive environment: It’s 
like a light switch being turn 
on in their heads.” 

The educational and job- 
training programs are com- 
bined with enhanced medi- 
cal treatments including the 
use of the drug Vivitrol to 
block the euphoric effects of 
opioids. 

“Every person we save 
makes this programing a 
success,” Bellotti said. “We 
simply cannot give up. on 


these young people.’ ets

The fate of Mayor Francis X. McCauley’s classification plan 
is now in the hands of the city council. 

Business leaders who appeared at the council’s public hear- 
ing looked on it as a plan of moderation.

In a nutshell, supercon- 
necting is about using tech- 
niques to make people want 
to be with you and want to 
help you meet others and 
meet your goals.

To achieve the positive 
outcomes of superconnect- 
ing, there are three main 
points: 1) asking questions, 
2} helping others, and 3) 
avoiding the appearance of 
being a stalker. 

By asking the people you 
are talking to about them- 
selves, you show them you 
care about them and you 
learn valuable information 
about what they like, what 


they do and how they think. .

Y% cup of grated cheese — You can use 
either Romano or parmesan cheese 

Salt and pepper to taste 


First cut the peppers in half, cleaning out 
the seeds and set aside. 

In a casserole dish put 4 cup of water 
and a couple of tablespoons of tomato sauce 
and set aside. In a bowl place bread crumbs, 
spinach, 1 cup of tomato sauce (one-half 
cup of sauce will be for topping.) 

Add the diced bread, basil, salt, pepper 
and garlic powder, mix until well blended 
and moist. 

Fill the peppers to the top with the stuff- 
ing and sprinkle with the remainder of to- 
mato sauce and then top with the grated 
cheese and a couple of drops of olive oil on 
top of each one. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes until 
cheese is melted and peppers are tender.

¢ Whole: This may

It COR- 
tains 5 grams of saturated 
fat per cup, nearly a quarter 
of your daily limit, but if 
you’re drinking one glass a 
day, it should not be a huge

¢ Organic: If you’re 
converting your baby from 
breast milk to cow’s milk, 
this may be an option be- 
cause it doesn’t contain any 
added hormones. But stud- 
ies show organic isn’t nec- 
essary for any health-related 
reasons. -Research shows it 
contains more heart-healthy 
omega 3 fatty acids com- 
pared to non-organic milk, 
which costs less. But if ome- 
ga 3s are a concern, you’re 
better off eating a piece of 
salmon for dinner. 

If you’re opting to ditch 
dairy altogether because 
of digestive woes or ‘ethi- 
cal reasons, consider these 
Non-Dairy Milk choices. 


¢ Soy: Soy is most nu- 
tritionally similar to cow’s 
milk. Per cup, it contains 
110 calories and 8 grams of 
protein and fortified versions 
pack more calcium and vita- 
min D than cow’s milk. Ad- 
ditionally, if you choose to 
feed your kids plant milk, di- 


- eticians recommend soy for 


its high amounts of nutrients 
children need to grow. 
¢ Almond Milk: A low- 
calorie option, there is no 
doubt that almond milk is 
extremely popular, and it 
may have to do with the 
health ‘ benefits surround- 
ing almonds. In addition, in 
taste tests, many people say 
they prefer almond milk to 
regular cow’s milk. : 
Almond milk is made 
by soaking almonds in wa- 
ter, blending and strain- 
ing, a process that leaves 
very little protein from the 
nut behind. Subsequently, 
drinking almond milk is not 
the same as eating a lot of 
nuts. Compared to an ounce 
of almonds (23 whole ones), 
which contains 6 grams of 
protein, a cup of almond 
milk only has one gram of 
protein, so you could be 
genuinely missing out. 
Using unsweetened al- 
mond milk in a smoothie or 
bow! of cereal is a positive 
step if you’re watching your 
calories, since one cup may 
be as low as 30 calories. But 
focus on getting other sourc- 
es of calcium and vitamin D, 
like sardines, fortified juices 
and leafy green, to make up 
for what almond milk lacks. 
¢ Rice Milk: If you have 
food allergies, you’re less 
likely to have a reaction 
from rice milk than from soy 
or nut milks. Plus, the flavor 
is mild, which fits some peo- 
ple’s preference. But similar 
to almond milk, it’s low in 
protein with only 1 gram per

cup. It’s also higher in natu- 
ral sugars and carbohydrates 
than other milks, and fla- _ 
vored varieties contain even 
more added sugar. 

¢ Coconut Milk: Coco- 
nut milk has recently be- 
come very popular. Coconut 
milk comes from the white 
flesh of mature brown coco- 
nuts, which are the fruit of 
the coconut tree. Coconut 
milk should not be confused 
with coconut water, which is 
found naturally in immature 
green coconuts. 

Unlike coconut water, the 
milk does not occur natural- 
ly in liquid form. The solid 
flesh is mixed with water to 
make coconut milk, which 
is about 50% water. By con- 
trast, coconut water is about 

94% water. 

Coconut water contains 
much less fat and fewer nu- 
trients than coconut milk. 
Coconut milk is a high- 
calorie food. About 93% of 
its calories come from fat, 
including saturated fats and 
one cup contains a whop- 
ping 552 calories and 57 
grams of fat. 

Almond milk, soy milk, 
rice milk and coconut milk 
may all offer lactose-free al- 
ternatives to cow’s milk, but 
new research suggests that 
the dairy version remains 
the most nutritious option.

If you wish to go’ ahead with 
the restricted application once you have reached your full 
retirement age of 66, you can apply online starting with the 
regular benefit application process, but when you see the 
question Do you want to start your benefits now, answer 
NO. You will then see a drop-down menu from which you 
can select November 2018 as your benefit start date. After 
that when you see the question If you are eligible for both 
retirement and spousal benefits, do you want to delay re- 
ceipt of retirement benefits, answer YES. Then on the last 
screen enter I wish to exclude retirement benefits from the 
scope of this application. I am filing a restricted applica- 
tion for spousal benefits. I am not applying for retirement 
benefits on my own work record. I want to earn delayed 
retirement credits. Since Social Security recommends you 
apply for benefits 3 months before you wish them to start, 
you may file your restricted. application in September but 
be sure to specify November as the month you wish your 
spousal benefits to begin. 

‘And regarding your last question, yes, your Social Se- 
curity retirement benefit amount continues to grow, even if 
you quit working and are no longer paying FICA taxes from 

your earnings. You don’t need to continue contributing to 
Social Security to earn delayed retirement credits.

_ As the last few patrons were leaving Kelly’s Cellar night 
club, the officers heard a disturbance across the parking area 
behind the area of an establishment known as S6. Officer 
Crowley observed a male punch a female in the face fol- 
lowed by the male and female falling to the ground.

The male was brought 
to a standing position and instructed that he was under ar- 
rest. He was told to put his hands behind his back, but in- 
stead, he started resisting the Officers attempts to get his 
hands behind his back. The male then curled his hands into 
his torso’s fetal position. 

As the officers tried to pry the male’s arms free, the male 
started swinging his fist wildly in the air striking Officer 
Fish in the chest area with a hammer strike. The officers

SAFETY STEPS TO TAKE REGARDING ENERGY 
COMPANY SOLICITORS: 

With the weather improving, you can expect to see an 
increase in door to door solicitations. 

Although there are some good deals from alternate en- 
ergy companies, keep in mind anyone may come to your 
door soliciting any product, or pretend to be selling some- 
thing. There are some legitimate offers but more often than 
not you can get a better deal by researching the offer online. 
I have heard so many stories of scams from door to door 
sales that range from being scammed out of money to being 
robbed and assaulted. The Quincy Police Department has 
taken safeguards to prevent scammers from coming to your 
door and offer the following recommendations;

1. Never open the door to strangers. Talk through the 
door. Don’t leave yourself vulnerable. Once you open the 
door, a sudden push. and you are inside and out of sight with 
the assailant. —~ 

2. Even if it sounds legitimate, give QPD a call so we can 
see if they are registered with us and a background investi- 
gation was done on each solicitor. If you elect not to open 
the door or remain silent, again give QPD a call and let us 
check him/her out to protect your neighbors. 

3. Many of the complaints with the energy offer solicita- 
tions relate to high pressure tactics, demanding to <_< your 
energy bill or belittling you for not “saving money.” 

Rudeness and forcefulness are the top complaints. 

4. Never let any solicitor in your house. A common re- 
quest is to use your bathroom. A quick check of your medi- 


room, where your jewelry box may be, can result in losses. 

5. Pressure from the solicitor may be for you to show 
your utility bill so that they can see if they can save you- 
money. Don’t do this! He/she may write down your ac- 
count number and just switch you, Only by looking closely 
on you current utility bill will you know whether you have 
been switched. 

6. Each Solicitor i in Quincy is required to have a photo 
ID issued by the city as proof that they have been checked 
out. A photo ID from their company is not the same thing. 

7. If you choose to do business with the various solici- 
tors, tell them to come back later after you confer with a 
friend, which will allow you to make a clear cut decision on 
the offer. Check online by googling the name of the compa- 
ny with the word “scam” and a second time with “reviews” 
after it to see what others say. 

8. Skip the sales pitch. Go to https://www. chooseenergy. 
com/massachusetts/ and you can get the best prices. 

9. If in doubt, don’t do anything. Give me a call and I'll 
help you.

My Volkswagen convertible top is starting to show 


some signs of wear, not much about the size of a penny. 
The car is only about three years old and I’m a bit disap-' 


pointed. I had always thought VW used better materials 
than other cars. Do you have any suggestions about whet 
to do? 

The topping material is from Haartz, one of the largest 
and in my opinion best convertible top companies in the 

- world that just happens to be located in Massachusetts. The 
problem isn’t with the top material, it is with the adjustment 
of the top. The top rubs when in the open positon causing 
the wear. Volkswagen did issue a technical service bulletin 
that describes the proper adjustment and replacement of the 
top. If the car is still under warranty the repair will be cov-: 
ered at no charge. As a side note my wife’s car has the same 
problem which I noticed when I washed the car on a recent 
warmer day. 

My Toyota Camry is having a problem with the trans- 
mission; it feels like it is dragging when I drive. I had a 
neighbor check under the hood and he said he couldn’t 
see any transmission fluid. Could the low fluid be a prob- 
lem and what should I do? . 

Low transmission fluid could certainly cause the trans- 
mission to act erratically. Unlike the engine which burns 
some oil during normal combustion, if the transmission flu- 
id is low there is a leak that needs repairing. At this point the 
best thing to do would be to have the car towed to a trusted 
repair shop. Driving even a short distance without sufficient 
transmission fluid will certainly cause the transmission to 
fail. If you don’t have a shop you work with AAA (aaa.com) 
has approved repair shops that offer quick diagnosis and 
two-year warranties on repairs. 

I have 2008 Lincoln Town Car that was formerly used 
as an executive limo. I love this car but the radié is ter- 
rible; it has lots of static on both AM and FM and worse 
when the rear defroster is on. Any ideas on what to do? 

The first thing is to determine if it is the radio or the car. 
A simple test is to put a portable radio in the car. If there is 
no static, then the issue is the car radio or antenna. More 
than likely the issue is the antenna; which is part of the rear 
window. If the antenna grid has been damaged by aggres- 
sive cleaning the radio will have static. In addition if the 
previous owner added privacy tint to the window this only 
make matters worse. If this were my car I would add a new 
fender mount antenna to replace the one made into the rear 
window. 

I’m in the market for a smaller SUV and there are too 
many choices. Have you driven anything lately that sur- 
prised you? I’m looking to spend no more than $35,000 
and ride and handling are more important than off-road 
driving, although I still want all-wheel-drive for snowy 
weather. 

You are correct this is a very popular segment with plen- 
ty of choices and all of them are pretty good. The Hyun- 
dai Sante-Fe Sport is a good choice as is the Nissan Rogue 
but the one vehicle that I think is a “best-kept” secret is the 
Mazda CX-5. The CX-5 handles like a sedan, rides smooth- 
ly and depending on the model has an almost luxury car 
interior. : 

I have read your column for years and learned plenty 
so I tried to fix what I thought was a simple problem. 
I have a 12-year-old Chrysler and the defroster only 
works on the high-speed fan setting. I have seen you an- 
swer this question before as a faulty fan motor resistor. 
I replaced the resistor and still only have high-speed. 
Could the problem be a poor ground? 

If the fan works on the high speed setting the ground cir- 
cuit is okay. The next step is to test the switch and you can 
do that with a test light. As you change positions with the 
switch the light should illuminate. If the light only comes 
on the high position, the problem could be the switch or a 
loose corroded wiring connection. At this point you may be 
spending some time under the dash doing some additional 
investigation. 

I just inherited my elderly aunt’s 2002 Honda Accord 
with a V-6 engine. It was purchased new and was well 
maintained by a local garage. The car has only 52,000 
miles on it and is closing in on 16 years old. The car runs 
great and I only drive it about 10 miles per day to the 
train. Is it necessary to have the timing belt replaced and 
what élse should I do to keep the car running great? 


Aveording to the database I use (www.alldata.com) Hon- ° 


da tecommends replacing the timing belt at 105,000 miles. 
‘Hf the belt breaks it will cause severe engine damage. At this 
: jd look at all the vital fluids, consider replacing 
: hdses, carefully inspect the radiator and as the 
ing replaced, swap out the water pump. You 
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should also look at the brake condition for wear and well as 
the tires for age damage. 


‘YT have a 2011 Volvo C 70 with 107,000 miles on it. 


From time to time almost since I have owned the car, it 
has had an intermittent electrical problem the dealer has 
been unable to fix. When I turn the key, it sometimes 
won’t start. The dealer replaced the starter, but it still 
does it. Over the years the dealer has kept the car for 
several days but just really haven’t come up with any- 
thing. When it doesn’t start it will always starts on the 
second try. Any thoughts? I am afraid it will die one day 
and leave me stranded. 

Volvo did publish a very interesting technical service 
bulletin that describes the compiexities of the ignition sys- 
tem immobilizer. The symptom sounds just like your car 
with it always starting on the second try. In some cases, the 
problem is the immobilizer just doesn’t recognize the key. 
There is no fix but rather put the key in the ignition and wait 
half a second before trying to start the car. For more infor- 
mation your repair shop should reference Volvo’s technical 
journal TJ16335 

Ihave a 2011 Volkswagen Jetta and I love this car, but 
it is so plain. I want to make my car unique to me. I was 
in Key West and saw a car with seashells glued all over 
the car and it was beautiful. What do you think about 
doing something like this to my car? 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder, but you also have 
to think about what happens when someday you decide to 
sell the car. Not everyone may be interested in a car covered 
with seashells. Not quite as dramatic as seashells, perhaps 
you could start with eyelashes (www.carlashes.com), and 
some custom interior details:that are also removable. Start 
with funky floormats, seat and steering wheel covers and 
even removable window film. If you need inspiration, start 
with a simple search on www.pinterest.com. 

We live about 3/10 of a mile from the ocean and go 
to Arizona in the winter. For the past few years, after 
leaving a car in the driveway, for the first three months. 
of the year, we have come home to noisy, rusted brakes. 
Normal driving hasn’t worn off the rust and I have had 
to replace rotors or more. Some years the brakes haven’t 


had much mileage on them. Ary preventative sugges- 


tions, perhaps spraying the brakes with WD-40, cov- 
ering the tires with a plastic bag something other than 
renting a garage?. 

Surface rust on brake rotors will occur in as little as a 
couple of hours if the conditions are just right. In most cases 
after a few brake applications the rust wears off. Since much 
of the moisture can come from the ground, parking on top 
of a°tarp may help limit the moisture and in turn the rust. 
Don’t put any lubricant or rust inhibitor on the rotors as it 
will contaminate the brake pads and compromise braking. 
Covering the tires with a plastic bag will only trap moisture. 
The best solution would be to have someone drive the car 
every few weeks. 

Iam starting to shop to replace my 15-year old Subaru 
Outback. We use our Subaru for weekends adventures, 
not just trips to the landfill and the home improvement 
store. We drive to New Hampshire to camp, spend plen- 
ty of time on dirt roads and carry a canoe, kayak, fishing

equipment and a dog. This car has been relatively expen- 
sive to maintain over the past 15 years and I’m thinking 
about something other than a Subaru. The other issue is 
the Outback is pushing the limit of my budget and size. 
I don’t think we need a vehicle as big or expensive as the 
Outback. As we are shopping we would like good fuel 
economy, all-wheel-drive and nothing bigger than our 
current Outback. Where should I begin my research? I 
was thinking Honda HR-V. 

As good as the Honda HR-V is for your weekend adven- 
ture lifestyle, Subaru is still a good place to start looking. I 
think you will find the new Subaru models more refined, bet- 
ter constructed and able to handle your weekend adventures. 
I would look at the Crosstrek; it is a bit smaller than your old 
Outback but, in my opinion, better packaged. Overall, I like 
the size, it has surprisingly good off-road ability and a! fuel 
mileage is pretty good. 

You over the years have talked me into using synthet- 
ic oil in all my vehicles, even my lawn mower and snow 
blower. My question is: are all synthetic oils the same? 
I have been using Mobil-1 synthetic oil but it seems. to 
get more expensive each time I buy it.I would like to 
save a little money but don’t want to risk a problem. We 
have two cars: one is a hybrid and the other a truck and 
they all have over sa owes anh cope Can I use less 
expensive oil? * 

Being somewhat frugal (cheap) by nature I tend to shop 
around for oil. It has always been my understanding that all 
synthetic motor oil needs to pass certain industry perfor- 
mance standards and that is good enough for me. Over the 
years I have used every brand of oil and I have seen virtually 
no differences with those brands. In my opinion it is more 
important that engine oil is full and clean than the brand 
used. If the synthetic oil meets the specification for your 
car’s engine and meets your budget, use it. 

I have a 2003 Ford Windstar and the check engine 
light was on. I took it to a shop and they said all of the 
oxygen sensors were faulty. They replaced the sensors 
and the van runs better than it has in a long time, but 
the check engine light came back on. The shop now tells 
me my van will need a very expensive computer. When 
the lights came back on there were two codes: P0174 and 
P0171. I’m not sure what to do at this point.

The centerpiece 
of the plan would be the 
distribution of uniform cov- 
ered containers — 96-gallon 
bins for recyclables and 
64-gallon ones for trash — to 
households throughout the 
city.

At the same time, the 
mayor said the city is still 
working through the logis- 
tics of the plan. One issue is 
that some residents, includ- 
ing senior citizens, might 
want smaller barrels than 
the ones the city is planning 
on issuing. That could prove 
problematic down the road 
if a larger family were to 
move in, because the barrels 
stay with the property.

Floral Platter --- Spring 
brings flowers, and lately 
designers are using more 
floral prints than usual for 
fabrics and designs. But a 
picture of a plant as a deco- 
ration on dinnerware is an 
old idea going back to at 
least the 1600s. In 1761, 
an Encyclopedia of Dan- 
ish Flowers (Flora Dani-. 
ca) was commissioned by 
King Frederik V of Den- 


_ mark. Thousands of hand- 


colored illustrations from 
engraved copper plates 
were made that accurately 
showed the wild flowers 
and plants. It was not com- 


pleted until 1874, but some 


of the drawings were used 
to decorate a banquet ser- 
vice in 1790. 

The first Flora Danica din- 
ner set of 1,802 pieces was 
made for King Christian 
VII to give as a gift to 
Empress Catherine II of 
Russia. It is said it was to 
make up for not helping the 


_ Russians in their war with 
~ Sweden. 


Catherine _ the 
Great died before the set 
was finished, so it stayed 
in Denmark. The remain- 
ing 1,530 pieces belong 
to Queen Margethe II, and 
some have been used for 
special occasions. 

You’ can still buy new 
dishes from the Royal Co- 
penhagen factory or old 
ones at antiques shops and 
auctions. It is said to be the 
only 18th-century set that 
is still being made. Each 
piece has a single plant 
pictured as the decoration.

For 
the time being, Bay State 
residents can continue to use 
their standard driver’s li- 
cense or identification card. 

“The current driver’s 
license continues to be rec- 
ognized as a valid form of 
federal identification and 
people will be able to use 
their current license until 
Oct. 1, 2020,” she said. “At 
that time, customers would 
then need to have the federal 
REAL ID card for identifi- 
cation purposes.” 

The REAL ID law was 
passed by Congress in 2005 
in the wake of the Sept. 11, 
2001 terrorists attacks. The 
terrorists that carried out the 
attacks were able to obtain 
fraudulent _ identifications 
for them to board planes. 

The law beefs up require- 
ments to produce various 
documents proving lawful 
presence or legal US. citi- 
zenship, residency and iden- 
tification in order to receive 
a driver’s license or a state 
identification card. Non- 
citizens can use a federal 
passport or employee autho- 
rization card. All states must 
comply with the new man- 
date by 2020. 

The :REAL ID license 
looks similar to a standard 
license but has a white star 
in a gold circle located in the 
upper right comer. The per- 
son’s name, address, birth 
date, picture and signature 
are on the credential as are 
embedded security devices 
to prevent counterfeiting or 
tampering. 

To obtain a REAL ID li- 
cense, a person must bring

several documents to the 
RMV or AAA office proving 
U.S. citizenship. These in- 
clude a Social Security card, 
a birth certificate, a pass- 
port, an immigration card 


or tax form and two proofs 


of Massachusetts residency 
such as a utility bill. 

The RMV’s ATLAS sys- 
tem is connected to several 
federal agencies that will 
run a check of the docu- 
ments provided and confirm 


their validity. If information 


provided by the customer 
such of proof of citizenship 
or residency cannot be con- 
firmed, the applicant will be 
denied the license. The cus- 
tomer would be instructed 
as to the next steps to take. 
The first time opting for 


the REAL ID license re- © 


quires an in-person visit 
to the RMV or AAA office 
where the person’s picture 
and signature will be ob- 
tained. When the license is 
up for renewal in five years, 
the transaction may be pro- 


cessed online. 

“Tt’s a one trip and done 
for the REAL ID,” said De- 
veney. 

The RMV website — 
mass.gov/id - has a list of 
required documents and the 
“Get Ready” application for 
the new REAL ID license. 
The application may be 
completed online or down- 
loaded, filled out and then 
brought to the RMV or AAA 
office. 

“By using Get Ready, 
the customer will be walked 
through the documents he 
or she needs to bring in,” 
explained Deputy Registrar 
Mary Tibma. “When a cus- 
tomer completes Get Ready 
online, they will receive a 
confirmation page that they 
will be. told to bring with 
them. This page can be used 
to locate the customer’s re- 
cord at the service center 
counter. This new feature 
will limit the time to com- 
plete the transaction and re- 
duce the number of errors.”

According to Deveney, 
the $52 million ATLAS 
system was paid through a 
capital bond and that license 
fees would not be increased 
to fund the new mainframe. 

“There will be no addi- 
tional cost to our custom- 
ers,” she said. 

Deveney said that in ad- 
dition to processing the new 
REAL ID licenses, the AT- 
LAS system also enhances 
and streamlines customer 
service and improves ef- 
ficiencies for law enforce- 
ment, insurance companies 
and government agencies to 
access the RMV’s database. 


The Registrar said the 


‘RMV is striving to improve 


customer service and reduce 
wait times. During the dem- 
onstration, she posed as a 
customer being greeted by 
an RMV “door advocate” 
who asked the purpose of 
her visit. After explaining 
she had the REAL ID appli- 
cation and documents, the 
advocate then instructed her 
to go to the “Ready to Go” 
green line to a customer 
service representative who 
checked out her documents. 

Deveney then went to 
another customer service 
representative who pulled 
up her information, con- 
firmed her eligibility for the 
REAL ID license, took her 
picture, performed a vision 
test, and had her complete 
an electronic signature. The 
representative ran a check 
of the documents through 
the ATLAS system and then 
successfully completed the 
transaction within a few 


minutes. 

Deveney said the addi- 
tion of the REAL ID license 
should not increase wait 
times at RMV offices, pro- 
vided that customers com- 
plete the online application.

have been added to help deal 
with the roll out of the new 
license and noted that 92 
percent of customers now 
have wait times of 30 min- 
utes or less. 

““We’ve made great prog- 
ress reducing wait times,” 
she said. 

All states must comply 
with the REAL ID law by 
2020. So far, 31 states have 
implemented the system. 
States share their database 
of drivers’ information with 
each other. 

The REAL ID program 
puts the United States in the 
company of about 100 other 
nations in having a national 
identification credential.

In the) film, solid-waste 
experts, along with celebrity 
foodies such as TV chef An- 
thony Bourdain and writer 
Mark Bittman, discuss how 
Americans can help save 
money, lives, and the planet 
— and experience some great 
new dishes — by taking a 
more thoughtful approach 
to food. 

The movie will screen at 
7 p.m. at the library’s main 
branch at 40 Washington St. 
in Quincy. 

Wasted reveals some 
uncomfortable facts about 
Americans’ 
with food, including the fact 
that a shocking 40 percent 
of the food produced in the 
US goes to waste, worth 
$1 trillion annually. It also 
reveals that food produc- 
tion is the biggest cause of 
deforestation and that soy 
and corn grown to feed pigs, 
animals that do better:on a 
diet 'of food scraps, could 
feed’ far more people than 
the number that currently go 
hungry.

$112-$115 Tax Rate 


Seen For 1969 


Quincy taxpayers face a threatened $112-$115 tax 
rate following City Council approval of a record high 
$34,600,000 municipal budget for 1969. 

Councillor John J. Quinn, chairman of the council’s 
finance committee, said the budget anticipated the loss of 
state revenue and other factors will mean a tax rate impact 
of between $14 and $17. The 1968 tax rate was $98.90. 

Quinn’s predicted figure is about $3 under that forecast 
earlier by Mayor James R. McIntyre.

Turning 70 And Still 
Working: What About: 


Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I turned 70 on March 13, 2018 and I’m 
single. I was told to apply for Social Security one month 
before I turn 70, but now I’m hearing that I should have 
applied 4 months in advance. I have also been told not to 
apply for Social Security because I plan on still working. 
I think this is not right, but thought I'd ask anyway. I plan 
on working after 70 and I’m wondering what happens to 
the Medicare and Social Security deductions. Are they still 
deducted? Any other hints would be appreciated. Signed: 70 
but Still Kicking _ | 

Dear Still Kicking: I’m happy to be able to clarify these 
things for you. The Social Security Administration recom- 
mends that you apply for your benefits up to 3 months before 
you want them to start, but you won’t lose anything because 
you didn’t. Just be sure you specify in your application that 
you want your “Benefit Start Month” to be March 2018. 
They will make sure your benefits start for that month, even 
if they must pay you retroactively. 

Working after your benefits start will not affect your So- 
cial Security payments in any way. Social Security’s annual 
“earnings limit” goes away once a person reaches their full 
retirement age, which in your case was age 66. So now at 


age 70, you can earn as much as you like and your benefits - 


won't be reduced as they might normally be for someone 
who had not yet reached their full retirement age. But if you 
continue to work, even though you are on Medicare and 
collecting Social Security, FICA taxes (which include, both 
Medicare and Social Security contributions) will continue 
to be withheld from your earnings. There is no exemption 
because you are already on Medicare or receiving Social Se- 
curity benefits, nor because you've attained a.certain age. 
_By claiming your benefits at age 70, your Social Secu- 


_ ity, check will be 32% higher than it would have been.at 


age.66. Please be aware also that depending on your income 


‘leyel, some of your Social Security benefits may be taxable 


income when you file your Federal taxes. As.a single filer, 
if your “combined income”, also known as your Modified 
Adjusted Gross Income (MAGI), exceeds $25,000 then up 
to 50% of your benefits may be taxable; if your MAGI ex- 
ceeds $34,000 up to 85% of your benefits may be taxable. 
To clarify, your “combined income” includes your regular 
Adjusted Gross Income for income tax purposes, plus 50% 
of your Social Security income, plus any non-taxable in- 
terest you: received but did not need to claim on your IRS 
Form 1040.. You should include this potential additional tax 
obligation in your thinking as 7% consider your income tax 
situation.

(and) not what some outside 
people think is the correct 
thing to do.” 

Alessandro said the dis- 
cussion at the February 
meeting was a good first 
step on the matter. 

“Tt was helpful to have 
the North Quincy High 
School mascot discussed at 
last month’s school commit- 
tee meeting,” he said. “We 


look forward to the school — 


committee creating oppor- 
tunities for further discus- 
sions,”

Under the plan for Kin- 
caide unveiled Monday, the 
central portion of the site 
would be made into a FIFA- 
regulation soccer pitch with 
a natural-turf playing sur- 
face. The large soccer field 
could be broken down into 
smaller fields as needed; a 
schematic shown Monday 
had four youth soccer fields 
taking up the space of the 
larger field. 

“This nice green opening 
allows for a lot of different 
types and scales of play,” 
Bishop said. “This will be a 
high-use field...we have to 
design that in a way that it is 
going to withstand that high 
use throughout the season.” 

Two basketball courts 
and a half court would be 
located at the Roberts Street 
entrance to the park and an 
additional hardscaped area 
could be used for other 
games, such as foursquare. 
Bishop said the basketball 
courts could be converted to 
tennis courts in the future if 
that was desired. 

Two bocce courts would 


be located near the Water 
Street entrance to the park. 

Terraced seating would 
be provided overlooking the 
soccer pitch and the courts. 
Benches would also be in- 
stalled in the park. 

The splash pad and a rope 
course would be located be- 
tween the Roberts Street and 
Gilbert Street entrances to 
Kincaide; the latter entrance 
would be improved as part 
of the project as well. The 
splash pad would not require 
supervision because water 
will not pool on site, Bishop 
said. He said South Boston’s 
Sweeney Playground has a 
similar splash pad. 

The sprint track, which 
Bishop said was sought by 
the schools, would be locat- 
ed along the western edge of 
the parking lot. The running 
and walking track: would 
loop through the park. 

“Middle school is pri- 
marily doing sprint in terms 
of how they do their track 
workouts, so we designed 
a sprint track that fits that 
specific need,” Bishop said. 
“People can utilize the great- 
er running or walking trail in 
combination with that.” 

The park would include 
a new playground near the 
splash pad. Additional. play

roborate their claim. Talk through the door, making sure that » 
it is locked and inquire what the person at your door wants. . 
If you do not want them there, sternly tell the person that 
you are not interested. If he/she/they persist, immediately 
call the Police. 

* Best — Call the Police regardless. Let us check into who 


_ is going door to door, whether they are authorized to do so, 


If it is a solicitor, an Officer 
will advise them to cease in order to prevent alarming resi- 
dents. By calling, you are protecting your neighbors too. —

More than 100 bands are 
expected to participate in 
the third annual PorchFest 
Quincy, which will take 
place this year on June 23.

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Grazioso, who grew up 
in Quincy, said he decided 
to become a police officer 
while he was a student at 
Archbishop Williams High 
School in Braintree. 

“Probably from _ high 
school on, I just wanted 
to be a police officer,” he 
said. “I went to Quincy Col- 
lege first then Northeastern 
University for criminal jus- 
tice and took the test a few 
times. I ended up not getting 
on right away so I worked 
for State Street Bank for 
eight years in security and 
executive protection. Then 
I got a chance to get on the 
Quincy police in 1986, so I 
took it.” 

The Quincy Police De- 
partment started its DARE 
program in 1989, with Offi- 
cer Bob Edgar serving as the 
instructor for fifth graders. 
Grazioso started as a DARE 
officer in 1996, when the de- 
partment added a second of- 
ficer to expand the program 
to seventh grade. 

“Officer Bob was the 
original DARE officer and 
they wanted to expand it 
to seventh grade, so they 
needed another DARE offi- 
cer and I put my name in for 
it. I thought it would be kind 
of cool. I think education is 


really important,” Grazioso 


said. 

“So I put my name in for 
it and there were interviews 
and I got picked. Then I went 
to school for a couple weeks 
out in Sturbridge — learned 
the DARE program and a 
little bit about teaching and 
how to deal with kids. 

“After the school, I start- 
ed teaching in fifth grade for 
a little while. Then I went 
back to DARE school again 
to learn the junior high pro- 
gram —or the middle school 
program — and then I started 
teaching in seventh grade in 
Quincy Public Schools.” 

Grazioso has spent the 
last 15 years working with 
Officer Don Sautter, who 
teaches fifth grade students. 
With (Grazioso retiring, Of-

ficer Mellanie Reeves will 
now serve as the instructor 
for seventh graders. 


“She just went to train-_ 


ing and she is raring to go,” 
Grazioso said. 

During his time as a 
DARE officer with the de- 
partment, Grazioso said he 
taught more than 800 stu- 
dents each year, a total of 
more than 17,000 all togeth- 
er. Some of Grazioso’s early 
students are now in their 30s 
and they still remember him 
to this day. 

“T’ll be over at the Plaza 
and they’ll go ‘you were my 
DARE guy.’ Now a lot of 
them have kids and they’re 
married and it’s cool see- 
ing what they’re doing,” 
Grazioso said. “Most of the 
people are doing all right.” 

The DARE program 
changed over the past 22 
years, Grazioso said, most 
recently to emphasize smart 
decision-making. 

“Over my tenure they 
did about three curriculum 
changes over the years try- 
ing to make it better,” he 
said. “The last one, it was 
more on making good choic- 
es. One of the big things we 
taught there was called the 
DARE Decision Making 
Model — it is define, assess, 
respond and evaluate. 

“That was kind of the 


big push in the last curricu- 


” 


lum. 
Grazioso said the DARE 
program is in the midst of 
being updated to include 
information on _ opioids, 
though he already incorpo- 
rated that subject into what 
he taught seventh graders. 
“DARE is putting to- 
gether a program for that — 
it’s kind of coming out right 
now,” Grazioso said of opi- 
oids. “But I would mention 
it, especially to the seventh- 
grade kids. Even the sev- 
enth-grade kids know about 
it — they see it and they hear 
about it on the news and ev- 


. erything. 


“I try to make it simple — 
there is a thing called KISS, 
keep it simple...If you’re 
putting stuff into your body 
that’s going to hurt your 
body, whether it’s drugs or 
whether it’s Tide Pods, it’s 
not a great idea. So just try 
to keep it simple and they 
understand it.” 

The curriculum also 
changed with recreational 
marijuana now legal in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

“It’s kind of tricky,” 
Grazioso said. “The people 
voted for it, so you’ ve got to 
kind of explain to the kids 
it’s like alcohol — it’s over 
21 and it’s not in the public. 
Again, I try to say - keeping 
it simple — if you’re putting 
something into your body 
that changes your body it 
might not be a great idea. 

“But again, it is making 
decisions,” he added. “Some 
people can drink and some 
people can’t.”

Norfolk Dist. Atty. Mi- 
chael Morrissey recently 
traveled with a group of 
Norfolk County leaders to_ 
the National Prescription 
Drug Abuse and Heroin 
summit in Atlanta, Georgia 
for seminars on federal ef- 
forts and what other regions 
are doing to decrease opiate 

‘addiction and overdose. 

Morrissey, whose office 
presented at the Summit in 

2015 on his work training 
and equipping area police 
departments for the use of 
the opiate overdose rever- 
sal drug naloxone, said it is 
important to keep up with 
what is being done in other 
regions — incase it might 
work here. 

“This area is ahead of 
much of the country in over-. 
dose prevention and drug 
collection strategies, but it is 
helpful to see how other ar- 
eas are supplying education 
and collecting data on their 
work,” District Attorney 
Morrissey said. “It is en- 
couraging to see the rest of 
the country moving toward 
constructive intervention 
and prevention strategies.” 

The four day summit 
featured 250 presenters 

_ from across the country and 


around the world. 

Other Norfolk County 
leaders present at the Sum- 
mit included Quincy Detec- 
tive Lt. Pat Glynn, who over- 
sees the city’s pioneering 
naloxone program, Brain- 
tree Prevention Coordina- 
tor Lyn Frano and Braintree 
Police Chief Paul Shastany, 
whose efforts when he was 
Stoughton Chief served as 
the model for the county- 
wide naloxone program. 
From Randolph were Police 
Chief William Pace, Com- 
mander David Avery, Public 
Health Nurse Jean McGinty 
and Firefighter Tom Binnall. 
Stoughton Prevention Co- 
ordinator Staphanie Patton 
presented at the conference. 

“Our area sent an impres- 
sive slate of experienced

THE HISTORY CHANNET. 


¢ On April 25, 1859, at Port Said, Egypt, ground is bro- 
ken for the Suez Canal, an artificial waterway intended to 
stretch 101 miles across the Isthmus of Suez. Labor disputes 
and a cholera epidemic slowed construction, and the Suez 
Canal was not completed until 1869 -- four years behind 
schedule. 
¢ On April 27, 1865, boiler explosions on the Mississip- 
pi River steamboat Sultana kill an estimated 1,547 people, 
mostly Union soldiers returning home after the Civil War. 
The passengers were killed by flying metal, scalding water 
and collapsing decks. 
¢ On April 28, 1897, the Chickasaw and Choctaw, two 
of the Five Civilized Tribes, agree to abolish tribal govern- 
ment and communal ownership of land, following the goals 
of the Dawes Severalty Act. The other tribes soon followed, 
throwing open all of Indian Territory to white settlement. 
¢ On April 29, 1945, the U.S. Seventh Army’s 45th Infan- 
try Division liberates Dachau, the first concentration camp 
established by Germany’s Nazi regime. In the course of 
Dachau’s history, at least 160,000 prisoners passed through 
the camp. 
¢ On April 23, 1969, Sirhan Sirhan, a Palestinian im- 
migrant, is sentenced to death after being convicted in the 
assassination of politician Robert F. Kennedy. In 1972, 
Sirhan’s sentence was commuted to life in prison after Cali- 
fornia abolished the death penalty.

t was on a June day a few years ago that firefighters first 

noticed that a memorial dedicated to hes own was start- 
ing to show its age. 

And decided it was time to do something about it. — 

The Firemen’s Memorial statue — six feet of chiseled con- 
crete standing on a pedestal of Quincy granite — has stood 
like a beacon at the firemen’s lot in Mount Wollaston Cem- 
etery since 1929. But over the past nearly nine decades the 
solemn figure has slowly but steadily discolored, chipped 
and spalled due to the harsh New England weather, acid rain 
and other environmental factors. Look close enough at his 
face and there is moss growing on one side below his hel- 
met. 

Three Quincy firefighters — Lt. Michael Palaza, Lt. Ralph 
Blight and FF Tom Bowes — are spearheading the effort by 
the firefighters’ union, Local #792, to give the memorial 
a monumental makeover — literally and figuratively. The 
group has began a fundraising drive to not only repair the 
statue but to use it as a mold for a new handsome bronze 
statue. 

An estimated $30,000 to $35,000 is needed to sculpt the 
bronze statue and for other improvements near the base of 
the pedestal it stands on including pavers and permanent ex- 
terior lighting so the memorial can be illuminated at night. 

No city money will be spent on the refurbishing project. 
Firefighters hope to collect the necessary money through 
fundraisers, private donations and corporate sponsorships. 

The firefighters hope the new statue can be unveiled in 
time for the firefighters’ memorial ceremony in June, 2019 — 
the 90th anniversary of the monument’s first dedication. 

“The plan is.we want to make this statue bronze,” said 
Blight. “We’re going to take it down and mold it in bronze.. 


We’re going to keep the’same statue except make it bronze. 


“Tt’s 89 years old = <sit pwill be 90 next year. He’s done 
a great job for us but he’s taken a beating from the New 
England weather,” Blight continued. “He’s starting to chip, 
he’s starting to spall, he’s discolored so it’s time to make our 
concrete Jake into a bronze Jake.” 

It was a group of Quificy firefighters who initiated the 
effort to create the memorial 90 years ago. In 1928, the Per-

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Kids And. Ear Infections: Diagnosis, Types & Treat m

Ear infections are ex- 

tremely common in children. 
Children are at an increased 
risk for ear infections be- 
cause their small ears do not 
drain fluid as well as adult 
ears, also kids’ immune sys- 
tems are immature, and this 
enhances the likelihood of 
- particular infections. 

The diagnosis of an ear 
infection is made by exam- 
ining the inside of the ear 
with an instrument called 
an otoscope. A doctor may 
also perform a tympanom- 
etry, which measures how 
the eardrum responds to a 
Variation of air pressure in- 
side the ear. Hearing tests 
are also frequently utilized 
to diagnose an ear infec- 
tion, especially in children 
who have fluid in both ears. 
Blood tests can also be taken 


if there are signs of i immune 


problems. 


There are three types ial 


ear infections. Each type 
is identified according to 
where they occur in the ear 
canal. An ear infection may 
take place in the inner, mid- 
dle of outer ear. Symptoms 
may vary depending on 


which type of infection the - 


child has. 


canal, the outer ear, is occa- 
sionally referred to as swim- 
mer’s ear. Swimmer’s ear 
can be caused by an excess 
of moisture in the ear canal 
or from inserting something 
too deep into the ear. 
Swimming or showering 
causes the acidic environ- 
ment of the ear canal to be 
altered, which allows bac- 
teria or fungi to invade the 
ear. The lining of the ear 
canal can also be injured by 
scratching or from cotton 
swabs or other objects when 


inserted into the ear. 
Additional causes of: 
swimmer’s ear include 


chemicals that irritate the 
ear canal and skin ailments 
that cause the skin to crack. 
Swimmer’s ear is character- 


-istically painful. The dis- 


comfort gradually begins 
over a day or two, and is 
especially intense when the 
ear is touched or pulled, or 
when chewing. 

Symptoms of swim- 
mer’s ear may include the 
following: 

* Ear pain or earache (al- 
most always involves only 
one ear) 

¢ Ear canal itching 

¢ Outer ear redness 

¢ Ear canal swollen shut 


¢ Ear draining fluid or 


pus (drainage may be clear, 
white, yellow, or sometimes 


bloody and-foul smelling) » 


¢ Fluid crusting at the 
opening of the ear canal 

¢ Trouble hearing 

¢ Ringing in the ear (tin- 


nitus) and dizziness or spin- — 
’ ning sensation (vertigo) 


¢ Feeling of fullness in 
the ear 

¢ Pain on the side of the 
face or neck 

¢ Swollen lymph nodes 

Treatment for swimmer’s 
ear involves avoiding swim- 
ming, over-the-counter pain 
relievers, and possibly anti- 
biotics. 

Middle Ear Infection 

Middle ear infections are 
triggered by bacteria and vi- 
ruses. Swelling from an up- 
per respiratory infection or 
allergy can block the Eusta- 
chian tubes (the canal that 
connects your middle ear to 


your throat), which would © 


preclude air from reaching 
the middle ear. This creates 
a vacuum and suction that 
pulls fluid and germs from 
the nose and throat into the 
middle .ear. Because the 
tubes are swollen, the fluid 
cannot drain. This provides 
a medium for the growth of 
bacteria or virus, which in- 
stigates a middle ear infec- 
tion. - 
The. otoscope can blow 
a tiny puff of air against the 
eardrum to see if it vibrates 
normally. When there is flu- 
id present in the middle ear, 


the eardrum does not vibrate 
as it should. Symptoms are 
most likely to occur 2 to 7 
days after the start of a cold 
or other respiratory infec- 
tion. 

Middle ear infection 
symptoms may include: 

¢ Ear pain (mild to se- 
vere) 

e Fever . 

¢ Drainage from the ear 
that is thick and yellow or 
bloody 

¢ Loss of appetite, vomit- 
ing, and grumpy behavior 

* Trouble sleeping 

Treatment for middle ear 
infections normally focuses 
on relieving pain. A doctor 
may also prescribe antibiot- 
ics for a middle ear infec- 
tion. 

Inner Ear Infection 

(Labyrinthitis) 

Labyrinthitis is inflam- 
mation inside the inner ear. 
This condition occurs when 
the labyrinth, a part of the 


- inner ear that assists in con- 


trolling your balance, gets 


inflamed. The swelling of ‘ 


the labyrinth can be caused 
by respiratory illnesses, vi- 
ral and bacterial ear infec- 
tions. Inner ear infection 
symptoms begin rapidly and 
can be quite intense for sev- 
eral days. oy

Study Shows Link Between Ticks And Kidney Disease

Tick encounters are in- 
creasingly hard to avoid. 
These adaptable parasites 
are responsible for spread- 
ing a variety of diseases 
throughout the United 
States, and their range is in- 
creasing. 

Unfortunately, due to is- 
sues, such as mice and deer 
overpopulation (they serve 
as hosts for ticks), refor- 
estation, suburban sprawl, 
and patterns in bird migra- 
tion, among others, ticks 
and other ‘bugs are taking 
root, in new regions.

A single tick can transmit 
multiple infectious agents 
that can cause serious -ill- 
ness.

to a pet’s health. Therefore, 
it’s so important for all dogs 
to be screened annually for 
exposure to tick-borne dis- 
eases. 

‘An infection ftom a tick 
can lead to health issues, in- 
cluding chronic conditions 
affecting a variety of body 


systems—blood, joints, 


kidneys, and others. These 
complications can be hard 
to diagnose if we don’t un- 
derstand that a dog has been 
exposed to an infected tick. 


A new study from 


IDEXX shows a connec-’ 


tion between one of these 
conditions—chronic kidney 
disease (CKD)—and. dogs 
exposed to infected ticks in 
areas where Borrelia burg- 
dorferi (the agent that causes 
Lyme disease) and E. canis 
are endemic, This research 
shows that dogs exposed to 
Lyme disease are at a 43% 
higher risk of developing 
kidney disease.

Ruptured Eardrum 


When the pressure from © 


fluid buildup is too elevated 
inside the middle ear, the 
eardrum can rupture. When 
the eardrum bursts, brown, 
yellow, or whitish fluid can 
drain from the ear. Some- 
times when the eardrum 
bursts, the pain abruptly 
stops because the pressure is 
relieved. 

A ruptured eardrum 
can be the source of many 
symptoms. However, the 
most common. symptoms 
of a ruptured eardrum are 
an uncomfortable feeling in 
the ear and the sound of air 
coming out of the ear when 
blowing your nose. 

The following are other 
symptoms of a ruptured 
eardrum: } 

¢ Sudden sharp ear pain 
or a sudden decrease in ear 
pain 

¢ Drainage from the ear 
that may be bloody, clear, or 
resemble pus 

¢ Ear noise or buzzing 

¢ Hearing loss that may 
be partial or complete in the 
affected ear : 

¢ Episodic ear infections 

¢ Facial weakness or diz- 
ziness 

The eardrum usually 
heals without medical treat- 
ment within a few weeks

after a rupture, and hearing 
is typically not worsened 
unless it continues to occur 
frequently over a period of 
time. Antibiotics may be 
prescribed in order to pre- 
vent an ear infection 

Ear infections aren’t al- 
ways apparent in babies and 
children who are too young 
to describe their pain. They 
may signify ear pain by 
pulling on or fussing with 
their ear. They may just be 
irritable, or not eating or 
sleeping well. Babies some- 
times refuse to drink from a 
bottle because swallowing 
hurts their ears. Ear infec- 
tion symptoms in babies 
may include: 

e Fever 

¢ Ear drainage 

¢ Trouble hearing 

¢ Poor appetite 

* Vomiting 

* Diarrhea 

. If your doctor prescribes 

an antibiotic, it’s important 
to make sure your child takes 
it exactly as prescribed and 
for the full amount of time. 
Even though your child may 
seem better in a few days, 
the infection still hasn’t 
completely cleared from the 
ear. Stopping the medicine 
too soon could allow the 
infection to come back. It’s 
also important to return for 
your child’s follow-up visit, 
so that the doctor can check 
if the infection is gone.

Located at 1306 Han- 
cock St., United First Par- 
ish Church sits in the heart 
of historic Quincy Center, 
directly across from the old 
City Hall and the Hancock 
Cemetery. 

Completed in 1828, this 
historic church is the fourth 
home to the first and longest 
continuously functioning 
congregation in the com- 
munity. The building was 
designed by Alexander Par- 
ris, and is constructed with 
Quincy granite, much it do- 
nated from the Adams fam- 
ily quarry. The building was 
designated as a National 
Historic Landmark in 1970, 
and is considered one of the 
finest examples a Greek Re- 
vival style church in New 
England. 

The Church of the Presi- 
dents is the only building in 
the United States to house 
the final resting place of two 
Presidents. President John 
Adams, First Lady Abigail 
Adams, their son President 
John Quincy Adams and 
Louisa Catherine Adams are 
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interred in the family crypt 
underneath the front en- 
trance to the building.

Late each autumn, hun- 
dreds of sea turtles strand on 
Cape Cod due to hypotherm- 
ia. For more than 25 years, 
the New England Aquari- 
um rehabilitation center in 
Quincy and the Mass Audu- 
bon Wellfleet Bay Wildlife 
Sanctuary have worked 
together to rescue, rehabili- 
tate and release thousands 
of these sea turtles, mostly 
Kemp’s Ridleys, the world’s 
most endangered sea turtle. 

Over the last decade, the 
number of stranded turtles 


has steadily increased, but 
the late autumn of 2014 
saw an unprecedented event 
as more than 1,200 cold- 
stunned sea turtles washed 
ashore. This massive wild- 
life emergency marshaled 
an inspiring response within 
and beyond Massachusetts, 
that reached from individu- 
als to the federal govern- 
ment, involving over 10 
states and 21 institutions. 
The film documents this re- 
sponse.

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Why The Big Deal 
About COLA Increases?

Dear Rusty: Seems like everyone makes a big deal 
out of the annual Social Security increase. The way I 
see it, why bother? For the 2017 benefit year my wife’s 
Social Security increased by .03% but her Medicare in- 
creased by 3% for a net gain of 0 dollars. My Social 
Security increased by the same .03% but my Medicare 
increased by 5% for a net gain of 0 dollars.. For the 2018 
benefit year my wife’s Social Security increased by 2% 
but her Medicare increased by 17% for a net gain of 0 
dollars. My Social Security increased by the same 2% 
but my Medicare increased by 22% for a net gain of only 
$8.10 (005%). Why does the government even bother 
with all these changes since the end result is that you net 
out no increase or just a small fraction of the actual in- 
crease? Makes no sense to me. Thanks for your column. 
I enjoy it. Signed: Disillusioned 

Dear Disillusioned: I must say I fully appreciate your 
point; I too received none of the 2017 Cost of Living Ad- 
justment (COLA) and only a small part of the 2018 in- 
crease. And although I know it’s very little consolation, 
millions of others like us are in the same boat. What it 
boils down to is that healthcare costs (thus Medicare Part 
B premiums) are rising more. than, and faster than, the 
inflation index used to compute Social Security COLA 
increases. Social Security and Medicare are two entirely 
different programs and, even though Medicare premiums 
are usually automatically deducted from Social Security 
payments, this is done as a convenience. The Medicare 
premium deducted from your Social Security benefit 


i goes directly to Medicare, not to Social Security. Think 


of it this way: If you paid for your Medicare Part B pre- 
mium separately rather than by a deduction from your 
Social Security benefit, for years: you would have been 


“paying Medicare the full Part B prémiun amount, whieh 
‘was more than you have been paying via deduction from 


your Social Security benefit. This is because there’s a 
rule which states that your Social Security benefit can't 
go down because of a Medicare premium increase, and 
many of us (including me) were paying an artificially 


lower-than normal Medicare premium. 


But the same law which says that your Social Secu- 
rity benefit can’t go down also says that any increase in 


your Social Security benefit can be used to bring your 


Medicare premium up to, or closer to, the standard Part 
B premium amount ($134 per month in 2018), and this 
is why so many of us have seen all or most of our COLA 
increases going to Medicare. Note too that the COLA - 
increases we are seeing in recent years (or not seeing in 
the case of 2010, 2011 and 2016) have been much lower 
than in years past because inflation has been so low for 
so many years (at least as measured by the Consumer — 
Price Index). So while I share your frustration, I hope 
that since we’re both now paying the full Medicare Part 
B premium each month via Social Security, that perhaps 
next year we’ll be able to get the full amount of any Cost 
of Living Adjustment that is made to Social Security. © 
That is, of course, if there is a COLA increase and also if 
there is no increase in the Medicare Part B premium (and 
the latter is doubtful). In case you missed it, here’s a link 
to an article I recently wrote about this whole situation:

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“The design goal we were 
attempting to achieve is not 
to have it look like a garage,” 
said William Geary, Quincy 
Center Redevelopment 
Project special counsel. ““We 
endeavored to make it look 
like a building.

According to Geary, de- 
sign team member Wes Wil- 
son surveyed local parking 
garages to determine what 
components worked and 
didn’t work and incorpo- 


rated that information into 


the design of the Hancock 
garage. 

Wilson said the new ga- 
rage will have two entrances 
- one off Cottage Avenue 
and the other off Dennis 
Ryan Parkway, across from 
Quincy District Court. 

“This gives us ample 
» queuing off street,” he said. 
“This is very important so it 
doesn’t impact traffic.” 
There will also be two 
other connector access 
points from Revere Road 
and Hancock Street. The 
latter will be an extension of

Cliveden Street. 
Wilson said the 712-ve- 


_hicle capacity of the new 


garage is 300 more than cur- 
rently exists on the Hancock 
lot site. 

The parking garage is 
four stories that actually has 
six levels including..a top 
level and a below grade lev- 
el, Wilson noted the below 
grade level bas a larger foot- 
print than che upper levels to 
maximize the number of to- 


tal available parking spaces 


and minimize the height of 


the garage. 
In surveying other local 
parking garages to gather 


ideas for the Hancock de- 


sign, Wilson pointed to the 
100-year-old garage in Bos- 
ton near Legal Seafoods that 
continues to function. 


Geary explained that “ 


Quincy’s 40-year-old Ross 

garage had to be demolished 

because it was deteriorating 

and a saféty hazard.
